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THE IRISH EGG AND THE 
BRITISH MARKET.

“OUR - IMPROVED. OUTLOOK. 

The improved outlook for Irish produce 
in Britain reported by our Trade Commis- 
sioner in London, synchronising as it does 
with certain evidences that our farming 1s, 
on the whole, on the up grade, will do 
something to put heart into our farmers, and 
that is necessary. We hope, however, that 
these symptons of improvement. will not be 
misinterpreted. Any supposition based cn 
our gradnaliy progressive condition which 
presumed that our to-morrow will necessarily 
be as to-day is doomed to disappointment, 
unless it is accompamed and checked gCo 
realisation of the fact, which is being borne 
m upon prodticers everywhere, that the day 
of easy gaius—never, indeed, too easy cr 
too gainful for Irish farmers—is over every. 
where. In this matter of eggs, for instance, 
not only is the Irish — regarded with 
doubt by some English merchants, but 
English farmers have been plainly and 
pertinently warned by their Ministry of 
Agriculture that slackness on the part of 
even a small minority of them was a menace 
to the industry. Though it is two years 
since the Ministry’s interesting report was 
made (in which Saorstat Eireann and 
Northern Treland were looked at with virtually 
ws friendly a glance as English producers 
themselves and were cited as examples of 
valuable State action) the English situation 
seems much the same to-day. All the 
important importers «from abroad = are 
adopting up-to-date systems in be 
tion, grading and marketing. english 
conditions leave much to be desired. Irish, 
although impreved, have not attained 
perfection yet. If it is permitted to learn 
from the enemy, it is no less advisable to 
learn from friendly neighbours. Let us 
examine the British, which is in some degree 
the Irish, egg problem. 


A Warning from Britain. 

The English egg trade, in some points, is 
very imperfectly organised. There is some- 
times a delay m forwarding the eggs from 
the farmer to the market, even in the first 
st-ge on a long marketing journey. There is 
overholding, if not by the farmer’s wife, then 
by the higgler or the small retailer. Eo 


route, that delay at any point is likely to 
react adversely on price and, what ia 
more serious, on the reputation of 
the product, ultimately consumed with qualms 
or altogether discarded at the British break- 
fast table. The journey pursued from an 
English hen roost to an English home may 
follow a course which involves the inter 
vention of producer, higgler, country whole 
saler, city wholesaler or. commission salesman. 
retailer, consumer. The eggs imported by 
Britain have no less devious a route, and 
they have, besides, a sea journey and pre 
hably (as in our own case) two railway 
journeys to take. The English egg is some 
times graded, but sometimes not, and when 
it is neither graded for quality nor for size 
it frequently happens that the producer, the 
intermediaries who market it, and the disap- 
pointed consumer, who ruefully turns away 
from it, all believe, and eo Scór] with 
some reason, that they. have a grievance: the 
producer because his price dwindles, the 
middlemen because the business does not pay. 
the consumer because he does pay, but has 
not had value for‘his money! But are any 
of their grievances legitimate? 

Yes and no; but mainly no. Until, by an 
noe em “sara in the system, whether by the 
reduction or elimination of the less necessary 
and less efficient middle agencies or by a key- 
ing up of method all round, it becomes vir- 
tually certain to the consumer that what he 
buys as “a fresh egg ’’—we are not now con- 
sidering the new laid egg. usually a luxury— 
will prove, as a matter of course, fresh on 
the day he buys it. the changes and chances 
of the egg trade will continue to irritate all 
concerned. 


Our Own Reputation—Present and 


Future. 

Now it must not be imagined that we are 
girding at the ordinary English farmer, whose 
Ministry has called upon him to consider his 
ways. We have some reason to feel confi- 
dence in our growing reputation on the other 
side of the Irish Sea, testified to both for 
Saorstat Eireann and for Northern Ireland, 
but we have no ground as yel for boasting of 


it. We, too, have a wasteful and oiten 
devious system. Moreover, although fortu- 
nately, we must export under conditions 


which, accompanied by testing and grading, 
practically ensure, freshness (or, if there .s 
a very occasional fault, the ability to bring it 
home to its source and prevent its repetition), 
still we have far to go before we finally out- 
distance competitors, many of whom start 
handicapped by distance, climate and a less 
assured place than ours on the British mar- 
ket. If our reputation stands beside the 
Danes’ (who send about a third of the 
eggs imported into Britain) we still have 
two facts to remember: the dislocation 
of Europe by the war gave us an oppor- 
tunity with our neighbours which can only 
survive the post-war settlements, gradually 
coming about, if we so continue and de- 
velop our improved production as to keep the 
lead. This does not mean remaining as we 
are. Our competitors will not do that. It 
means following up any advantage we get by 
an intensification of the processes that pay : 
regular grading, careful testing, orderly mar- 
keting. Only the first stage in efficiency is 
actually in the farmer’s hands (prompt 
sale of his fresh eggs, and no others) unless 
he has a co-operative society to market them 
for him, and then only when it is properly 
run, as, for instance, in a few of our Irish 
societies, and, we believe, by the I.A.W.S. 
We do not affirm or imply that grading, 
testing and the rest are not done by other 
shippers too. Our point is that only where, 
by its constitution, the agencv through which 
the farmer ships is responsible to him can 
his influence on these processes carry weight. 
If he does not co-operate, therefore, he must 
look around for a firm -vhose reputation 
matters to it to do his marketing for him. 


The Twopenny Egg. 

But, assuming he and his shippers do all 
that lies within their power to place fresh 
cos before English buyers. is his place on 
the market secure? Only relatively so. Irish 
eges are welcomed in England, ~perhaps 
equally with English, when quality is equal 
But otherwise they are not welcomed 
oqually with such foreign eggs as have given 
satisfaction over a period of years. No sen- 


timent of weleome awaits the stale 
egg. There is, too, another fact 
to allow for. The English buyer 
is looking for a ‘‘twopenny egg.” He 


is less anxious for a sudden drop in price 
around Easter, followed later in the year by 
a scarcity and what ke thinks an exorbitant 
price, than for a “ moderate’ price, which 
he will not willingly put at any time of the 
year abeve twopence. The twopenny winter 
egg is, the traders say, coming. It should 
pay Ireland to be in this business. seeiug 
that it pays our competitors. and that Britain 
consumes abont £20,000,000 worth of m.- 
ported eges, of which we only furnish about 
a sixth. The French export to Britain is in-, 
creasing, so is the Russian. That country 
exported about 75,000 tons of eggs into 
Europe, say. a thousand million eggs. in nine 
months of 19278. More are exported from 
Belgium and China. The position of the 
Scandinavian countries and of Holland seems 
assured. If, then, our own position is good, 
thanks mainly to governmental action, we 
must not assume that it is unassailable, or 
that we can.command our own terms. Even 
in the matter of price, we must understand

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FACTORS INFLUENCING 
THE FAT PORTENT IN 
MILK. 
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The main factors which tend to increasé 
or decrease the percentage fat in milk are, 
fortunately, under. the control of the farmer, 
and if he finds his monthly cheque from the 
creamery has been paid on a 22 or 2.75 per 
cent. butter fat content, he is not justihed 
“á saying, “ It is the will of God, and must 

so.” 


Breed. — » 


Jersey and Kerry cows are recognised be- 
yond the circle of admirers of these breeds 
as producing the richest milk, while even 
Friesian enthusiasts can scarcely prevent 
this breed from coming lowest on the list of 
ordinary breeds. Our dairy Shorthorns 
occupy a middie position for quality of milk 
among the better known breeds. 


Individuality. 

Individuality, or the capacity of indivi- 
dual animals of the same breed for produc- 
ing rich miik, is a factor of primary import- 
ance. A greater difference may be found be- 
tween the fat percentage of the milk of, say. 
individual shorthorns than between that of a 
herd of Kerries and of Friesians. Frequently 
cows of such a low butter fat capacity are 
found in a herd that the average fat content 
of the milk of the herd is appreciably re- 
duced, often tesulting in the prosecution of 
those who vend their milk for consumption. 
It must be clearly understood that no treat- 
-meut of such cows will have the effect of 
raising the fat content of their milk. There- 
fore, when the fat content of the milk of a 
herd is low, the milk of the individual cows 
should be tested, and those which are not 
producing milk of ‘the required quality dis- 
posed of, and replaced by heifers bred from 
parents of good strain as regards both 
quality and quantity. 


Yield and Quality Combined. 

It is generally agreed that the capacity for 
producing milk of good quality may be corm. 
bined with that of high milking capacity by 
judicious crossing of animals possessing these 
qualities. While the inheritance of the capa- 
city for quantity is fairly direct, that for 
quality is somewhat more involved. How 
ever, for practical purposes it may be as- 
sumed that bulls whose dams produce rich 
milk wall transmit this character to their 
daughters, and, when such a bull is mated 
with a cow of high milking capacity, pro- 
geny inheriting both these factors 
in a fairly high degree may be expected. 
Mating animals of different breeds for this 
purpose is not recommended. 


Period of Lactation. 


The period of lactation is a factor of com- 
paratively little importance so far as farmers 
supplying milk to creameries are concerned, 
It is, however, a serious consideration for 
those who supply milk for consumptiun. In a 
recent milk prosecution in Scotland seven of 
the 25 cows in the herd were proved to have 


sampling, and, this being accepted as the en- 
tire cause of the deficiency in fat, the case 
was dismissed. Immediately after calving, the 
fat percentage is high, but falls rapidly till 
about the end of the first month, when the 
lowest point is. reached. It then rises 
radually as lactation advances, the maximum 
eing reached towards the end of the lactation 
period. 

It may be opportune here to state that in 
the case of a milk prosecution for insufficien’ 
fat, the onus of proving that the milk was 
sold as it came from the cow lies with the 
vendor. This may appear rather simple, but 
in reality it would be less costly to take the 
necessary precautions to have the milk up to 
the presumptive standard, even if there was 
no other motive for it than to avoid legal pro- 
ceedings. 

Feeding. 

Not infrequently are cakes and other dairy 
foods credited by their respective makers as 
capable of producing an increase in butter fat 
in milk. The best which can justly be said 
about any cake or food is that it will not 
lower the quality. Provided milking cows 
are receiving a sufficient quantity of a pro- 
perly balanced ration, there is no cake or 
other food which will produce an increase in 
the fat content of the milk. It is: all-im- 
portant, however, to bear in mind that the 
quality may be reduced through use of im- 
proper and insufficient foods, and when such 
a state of affairs exists the addition of some 
cake or meal which would improve the food 
and undoubtedly impreve the quality of the 
milk. ; 

The putting of cows on grass in spring after 
having been housed during the winter is 
usually credited with reducing the fat content 
to a greater extent than is really the case. 
Any reduction from -this cause is due more to 
the fall in temperature from the warm stalls 
to the fresh spring air than to the change in 
feeding. If the change be carried out in mild, 
dry weather, very little variation will result. 
Any reduction from this cause is very tem- 
porary. 


Interval Between Milkings. 


This factor, although causing considerable 
variation, is so generally understood that it 
requires little elucidation. It generally hap- 
pens that the dav period is shorter than the 
night, resulting in a higher fat yield in the 
evening milk. When the periods between 
morning and evening and evening and morn- 
ing are equal the fat percentage is also 
equal, 


Efficiency of Milking. 


The cows should be milked quickly and 
thoroughly stripped. The earlier portion of 
the milk contains normally about one per 
cent. of fat, while the latter part contains up 
to ten per cent. Jt is erroneous to imagine 
that 1f a cow is not properly stripped the 
nest milking will he richer. 

There are other factors which have some 
effect on the fat content of milk, but their 
effects are so slight or temporary as to be 
of little practical significance.

down. 


Reducing Market Expenses. 

We may, and we should, be able to reduce 
market expenses, and we ought to abolish 
at least some of our domestic under-cuttinz, 
especially the depreciation of price that fol- 
} lows on depreciation of quality.. But that is 
too long a story to enter upon now. The 
gist of the matter is that, apart from a some- 
what doubtful stored egg business, only the 
fresh «gg. rapidly marketed and not snrfferine 
too heavy market deductions en rovte, will 
pay; but that will pay so well that it shonid 
he easily possible, in no very long time, hy 
doubling our export of three to four millions 
a year to bring down our adverse balance by 
eggs alone from twelve millions to rine. The 
marking of imported eggs and of all eggs not 
classifiable as “fresh ” is now accented as 
the right policy in Britain, and our Govern- - 
ments are seeing what they can do here and in 
Northern Ireland to consulidate the position 
of Ireland. But without the farmers co- 
operation, and especially his wife's, we can- 
not permanently retain the ground so success- 
fully won. |

Position of Cow-Testing Instructors 


and Supervisor. 

The Department of Agriculture stated that 
“the Department secured only with great 
difficulty extra financial assistance supple- 
menting the grants payable to cow-testing 
associations . . . this special assistance is of 
a strictly temporary character, and subject 
to annual modifications during the period of 
three years for which it is available.” 
The Department further stated that, with the 
gradual adoption of milk-recording. the exist- 
ing heavy charges on public funds (for this 
purpose) must necessarily be reduced. The 
lady chairman said she was not until re- 
cently aware of the unsatisfactory manner 1n 
which supervisors were paid. They should be 
paid at regular intervals. It was unreasonable 
to expect them to work wholeheartedly ex- 
cept their small salaries were paid monthly, 
or, at most, quarterly. 

On the proposal of the Rev. Mr. Boyd, 
seconded by Mr. Maher, it was decided to 
ask the Minister of Agriculture to receive a 
deputation from the Society to consider the 
present scheme for cow-testing, wlueh, in the 
opinion of the Committee, required drastic 
alterations, particularly as regarded the status 
of instructors and supervisor. 

t was unanimously decided to recommend 
to Congress the appointment of the Rev. R. 
M. Boyd, M:A., Chairman, Co. Tipperary, 
Leix-and Offaly Branch. for the Vice-Pres:- 
dency of the Society for 1929. 

The Rev. Mr. Boyd, in returning thanks 
for the nomination, said that he would do 
his best, if elected, to uphold the prestige of 
the Society.

MAIZE AND OIL CAKES 
DEARER. 


A rise of 5 points to 49 per cent. above 
the base years 1911-13 occurred in. the 
November index for feeding stuffs, as com- 
pared with a rise of 4 points to 41 per cent. 
in the corresponding period last year. The 
principal causes of the increase during the 
month under review were the higher prices 
realised for maize and its products and oil 
cakes. 

Imported barley and oats both showed a 
slight falling off im price and index number, 
the former averaging 9s. 3d. per cwt. at 29 

r cent. above pre-war, and the latter 9s. 
Id. per cwt. at 42 per ceat., while maize 
averaged 10s. 2d. per: cwt., and the index 
number advanced 10 points to 69 per cent. 
Barley meal was about Is. 6d. per ton 
cheaper on the month, but as this decline 
was proportionately less‘ than in October to 
November, 1911-1913, the index number rose 
by one point to 335 per cent. above the base 
years. In the case of maize meal an increase 
of 6s. 6d. per ton caused the index figure to 
rise by 7 points to 49 per cent. Bran was 
dearer by 3s. 6d. per ton, but coarse mid- 
dlings were 7s, 6d. per, ton eheaper: the 
index for bran advanced 8 points to 58 per 
cent., and for middlings it declined 5 points 
to 32 per cent. above pre-war. e com- 
hined index figure for cil cakes was 8 points 
higher at 47 per cent. above the base -years, 
and increases of from 5s. to 6s. 6d. per ton 
were recorded for linseed and cotton seed 
cakes. A year ago oil cakes averaged 33 per 
cént. above pre-war. Brewers’ grains were

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POULTRY FOR PROFIT. | 
SOME PRACT ICAL HINTS. 


Poultry demand’ close attention at this 
season. Where egg production is satisfactory 
the birds must be kept in good condition by 
liberal feeding. In many cases, however, 
owing to mismanagement earlier in the 
season, returns from poultry are not as good 
as they ought to be. The fault is peer, 
to be found in the methods adopted wit 
regard to the feeding, housing and genera) 
comfort of the flock... Too often poultry 
are not provided with adequate protection 
against bad weather—on wet days they may 
be seen huddled in groups unable to find 
any shelter, and looking the picture of 
misery » an endeavour to avoid the dis- 
comforts of rain-soaked ground, Poultry will 
not thrive or lay well under such conditions; 


nothing better can be provided, a roughly- | 
constructed shed in a dry corner with a few 
handfuls of grain scattered amongst a little 
dry straw. or chaff will enable the birds to 
keep warm dnd dry at all times, and will go 
a long way towards improving the yield of 


eggs. 

"Where cracked maize can be had at a 
reasonable price, it makes a useful scratch 
feed, mixed half and half with oats. 

If not already done, all hens that have 
passed “their: second laying year should be 
disposed of. Egg production is highest in 
the pullet year: after two years’ laying the 
birds will.not pay for their keep as layers. 

Up-to-date breeders, who pay special atten- 
tion to the maintenance of quality in their 
poultry flocks, will already have selected 
their breeding stock for next season. It is, 
however. not yet too late to do this, and 
poultry-keepers who usually allow male birds 
to run with the entire flock are advised to 
consider the advantages of making up one or 
more breeding pens of selected hens. ; 

Where turkeys are bred, it is very Im- 
portant to see that none but the best birds 
are retained for breeding. It is very un. 
profitable to sell good turkeys and keep poor 
specimens for stock birds. 

It is important to remember that Christmas 
poultry should be marketed in good order. 
To prevent discolouration of the flesh after 
killing, turkeys and geese especially should 
be fasted for at least 12 hours before sale. 
Where the birds are brought alive to market 
they should net -be erg ye 4 aps 
handled on the way, and the cart or other 
conveyance should be well bedded with dry 
straw so- that. the birds may make. the 
journey..without injury.

Young pigs, as a rule, can be reared for 
much Jess than they cost to bay as stores in 
the markets; consequently feeders would 
find it more profitable to breed their own 
bonhams, and thus secure both the breeders’ 
and the feeders’ profit. 

There is a growing demand in Great 
Britain for Irish pork and bacon, which has 
now a well-established place in cross-Chaunel 
‘aarkets. 

As Great Britain produces oniy about 42 

r cent. of her pig-meat requirements, and 
in 1927 imported £47,000.000 worth of pigs 
and pig products, it is a safe policy to breed 
and feed more pigs. 

Farmers should accordingly maintain 
breeding sows at full strength, as the pros- 
pects of the trade are now good and likely 
to be better in the immediate future.

During the short days when field work is 
slack, many odd jobs are usually to be found 
en the farm, particularly the cleaning of 
drains and water courses, trimming of 
hedges, mending of gates and fences, paint- 
ing of implements and repairs to roofs. If 
these operations are attended to now, the 
efficiency of farm work will be increased, and 
a saving of valuable time effected during 
busy periods later on. 

Especially in abnormally wet seasons it is 
essential that drains and ditches be cleared 
of obstructions, so that the land’ may be 
kept as dry as possible in winter. Much of 
the benefit that should follow the applica- 
tion of manures is lost if the-land is water- 
logged; rushes spring up, and the quality 
of the pasture becomes poor very quickly. 
Where losses from liver fluke have occurred 
in other years drainage should receive par- 
ticular attention. The drier the land the 
less is the risk of attacks of fluke. 

Phosphatic manures--basic slag, semsol, 
and ground North African phosphates—shouicl 
be applied to pasture now; phosphates will 
not be lost through dramage. 

The headlands of fields to be ploughed 
should be cleaned up, and ploughing pushed 
forward at every opportunity. 


MOLE DRAINS FOR HEAVY 
LAND. 


-. 
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There can be no question that expenditure 
un mole-draining on farms. which have the 
right heavy texture of soil and are in need 
of drainage, is money extremely well spent. 
It 1s very little use putting good fertiliser on 
badly-drained soils. First, get the water out 
of the land wherever it is mechanically pos- 
sible, and then spend money in increasing 
its fertility. The low-lying pastures which 
have been drained will carry stock later into 
the winter and earlier in the spring, because 
they will be drier, and the herbage on them 
will grow at times of the year it never would 
before and will improve in kind and quality. 
But. mole-drainage, which will usually cost 
something under £1 an acre on ordinary suit- 
able soils, 1s, of course, only suitable for 
heavy land, and will have to be renewed after 
a period of years, according to the texture 
of the soil and the depth of the drain. 


SUCCESSFUL BEE-- 
KEEPING 


Mr. C. W. Lett, President of the County 
Wexford Bee-keepers’ Association, writes 
that, if other parts of the country have the 
same success as his organisation, there will 
soon be good supplies of Irish honey.

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WHAT EXCAVATION REVEALS. 


(By L. EDWARD STEELE, M.A.) 


RUN of two hours by train from. 
London brings the traveller to” 
Sandwich, one of the most interesting 
towns on the east coast of Englan:l. | 
If one is in a hurry and must return 
on the same day, it is practicable, ‘etween 
times, to visit this, the most famous of the 
old Cinque Ports, as well as its close and 
venerable neighbour, Richborough. It 1s 
well, however, to be cautious avout tle 
train services, as it is possible to step into 
a carriage which will wander through the 
labyrinthine system of thé Southern 
Railway in a way which is as in- 
comprehensible as itis disconcerting. Yet 
if one finds oneself in this predicament, 
there is nothing to deplore except the 
Jength and tedium of the journey, as 4 
night from home, and a more leisurely 
sojourn in the town are amply rewarded. 
Here one finds oneself again ina labyrin‘s:. 
but this time of fascinating old-world 
houses, from which, however, it is difficult 
to extricate oneself without guidance. 
This assistance is not always forthcoming, 
as at least one visitor discovered, after 
having appéaled during his wanderings 
to no less than four passers-by, who al] 
claimed to be strangers and wanderers 
like himself. 
Old as Sandwich is, she is, in her 
medieval garb, but a juvenile in years 
when compared with the beginnings of 
Richborough, now fio more than a site of 
departed glories. Yet she must yield 
something to her interesting neighbour: 
for Sandwich owes her rise to fame, and 
eventually to her dignity as a Cinque 
Port, to the fact that the sea, having 
receded, made the further use of Rich- 
borough as a port impossible. It is 
difficult to reelise how the latter, so far 
inland is it now, could ever have been the 
most important point in Britain for the 
arrival and departure of fleets of war and 
fleets of merchantmen, from the time when 
the Romans, with a keen eye to its 
advantages, established the haven through 
which they poured the legions to garrison 
the newly acquired province. The cause 
which led to the undoing of Richborough 
has subsequently proved to be the undoing 
of Sandwich. The whirligig of time has 
indeed brought its revenges. The elusive 
sea has left Sandwich high and dry, 
except for an approach by the canal-like 
channel of the River Stour, which permits 
her inhabitants. still to claim her ancient 
right to call herself a port—one rather in 
name than in fact. 


A THIRD CENTURY STRUCTURE, 


The green and bosky knoll which 
dominated the Roman harbour is now a 
long way from the. waters of the English 
Channel, but in past time it was 
surrounded by the sea at high tide, and 
even at low water was in need of either a 
bridge or a causeway to link. it to the 
mainland. On its summit, impressive 
even in its partly ruined condition, is the 
most remarkable and the best preserved 
relic of Roman military power in Britain, 
with, perhaps, the single exception of 
Hadrian’s«wall. It-is one of the many 
forts which the invaders built for the 
protection of their colonists. Moreover, 
it is the greatest of a chain of these 
buildings which were erected with the 
object of repelling the attacks of the 
Saxon pirates, from Brancaster on the 
Norfolk seaboard: to Porchester nigh to 
Portsmouth, the whole series of which was 
under the control of an important official, 
the Count of the Saxon shore. 
ponderous walls may, therefore, be dated 
with some certainty to the latter half of 
the third century. This date brings us 
within 150 years of the close of the sojourn 
of the Romans, as, early in the fifth 
century, the last of the legions embarked 
at Richborough, never to’ return to the 
Jand upon which they and their colonists 
had conferred inestimable benefits. 

The full story of the site is much older 
than this, as the excavations, which have 
heen in progress since 1922, have proved. 
Some evidence has been found to show that 
the promonotory was occupied soon after 
the year 43 A.D., when the Emperor 
(laudius, the first real conqueror of the 
turbulent British tribes, arrived to seal 
their fate for three centuries and a half 
by incorporating the southern portion of 
the island as a province of the Roman 
Empire. If the evidence for. this is 
scanty, very certain material evidence has 
been discovered -that the site was 
extensively occupied from about 70 A.D., 
when the Romans made the adjoining port 
the chief emporium for the exports and 
imports to and from tne western Empire. 
It is well known that one of the most highly 
prized of the commodities was the British 
oyster, which the gourmands of Rome 
particularly appreciated, though, to judge 
from the large quantities of the shells found 
on the site, the imhabitants must have 
retained a fair share for their own delight. 
It is on record that they were known to 
the Emperor Trajan, and that Pliny had 
savoured them, and so added this 


. > e — 
experience to his wide knowledge of the 


things of life. Now the Romans called 
the place Rutupiae, whence the ‘Kentish 
coast had its name of the Rutupine shore. 


DEFENSIVE MEASURES. 

At first the military engineers saw no 
necessity to fortify the place—not that 
they altogether neglected this part of their 
duty, for the excavators have shown that, 
when they landed, three concentric lines 
of vallations were constructed: but that 
was all that they apparently did for many 
years by way of defensive measures. From 
this. we gather. that Rutupiae. securely 
garfisoned by a portion of the famous 
Second Legion, enjoyed a peaceful 
existence: for many a long day, which 
allowed for the rise of a considerable and 
prosperous .town extending far beyond 
the lines of the fort—a town of sufficient 
size. and importance to possess an 
amphitheatre for the entertainment of 
its. people. This characteristic amenity 
of Roman life will soon be attacked by the 
diggera,.and bids fair to rival the cireus at 
Caerleon .in size. It “will be the second 
of its kind to be unearthed in England. 

The area which the great quadrilateral 
fort enclosed was no less than six acres. 
It is well to say ‘‘enclosed,’’ as the east 
wall has disappeared except for a tumbled 
mass of masonry at the foot of the hill— 
part of the wreckage which fell ages ago 
into the River Stour, whose waters, by 
undermining the foundations, did the 
mischief. The fort was rectangular and 
measured some 500 feet from north to 
south and perhaps—while the computation 
in this direction is necessarily 
conjectural—580 fect from west to east. 
Except for a gap at tlie north-eastern 
corner, the destruction of a porti®n of 
the south wall, and of conrse the 
disappearance of the east side the 
imagination has little difficulty in 
realising the dignity of its original 
condition. The walls, which in places are 
25 feet high, with an average thickness 
of 11 feet, are in an astonishingly good 
state of preservation. One can walk in 
and out of at least two of the gateways 
through which the Roman _Jezions 
tramped. For further military defence 
the engineers built circular t-rvets at 
every corner, and rectangular ones it 
intervals against the exterior of the walls, 
the solidity of’ which is remarkable when 
we consider that the materials used are 


thiefly flint boulders and lumps of chalk : 


but the Romans knew how to make sond 
cement, and this which binds them is as 
as adamant. i 
The peculiar interest in the place lies 
in the evidence which has accumulated 
of continuous occupation, as coins of all 
the Emperors. who lived during the time 
‘its existence as a Roman site have been 
oud in sich abundance: Some 25,000 
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of these tókens have been collected, and in 
the little local “museum, in addition to 
those of silver and bronze, are four of 
gold, two having been minted by Arcadius 


and two by Honorius, the Emperor who 
withdrew the legions and left the 
inhabitants to fight Picts, Scots and 


Saxons as best they could—we know with 
what result. Furthermore, the discovery 
of Saxon objects of the fifth century proves 
that these people also realised the strategic 
and mercantile value of the fort and 
harbour. Amongst these are the remains 
of a rudely constructed chapel, probably 
dedicated to St. Augustine, and a stone 
with the impression of a human foot, 
which the pious and credulous may have 
regarded as having been made by the 
saint when he stepped ashore. There is, 
however, no evidence that the ‘great 
missionary landed at Rutupie, and much 
in support of the traditional landing at 
Ebbsfleet. 

Although a cemetery existed without 
the walls, at least one of the dwellers in 
the fort received burial within them. 
Near the eastern gateway*the tomb of an 
important personage has been opened, and, 
as the structure lies partly under the wall, 
this has been accepted as evidence that 
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this burial took place before the wall was 
built In a pit some six feet deep rests 
the skeleton of one who may have been 
a Roman genera] and governor of the 
fort, 

THE CONCRETE PLATFORM. 


The most notable structure is one which 
has given rise to more speculation than 
probably any other building in the 
British Isles. It is the extraordinary 
concrete platform which occupies a 
considerable portion of the enclosure. Its 
huge proportions and solidity at onee 
attract attention, and the need for 
explanation fires the imagination. It is 
one of the earliest buildings on the site, 
and may Le assigned to the first century 
of the Cirstran era. 

In the first irstance, it may be describe«: 
as 4 reciungular block of concrete, 124 feet 
in length and 81 feet in breadth, which fills 
a vast pit dug to the depth of 30 feet. 
This is not all; for the upper five feet 
have heer. found to project so many feet 
all round, that, at the level of the soil, 
the biock measures no less than 146 feet in 
length and over 106 feet in breadth, and 
these are the propo;tions of the superficial 
aver which the visitor sees exposed. Sx 
Far, 1t has been suggested that it was the 
foundation of some important and 
ponderous erection, though of what nature 
it is impossible to say. Hundreds of tons 
of flint and mortar must have gone to 
its making. The surface of this great 
mass was next covered with a six-inch 
layer of cement, and upon that was sprea:' 
a layer of sand and gravel. 

Now the mystery deepens. On the level 
surface the builders proceeded to place a 
ernciform concrete structure, which, now 
44.feet in height, was originally probably 
higher. The longer arm of the cross js 
86 feet long, but only 84 in breadth, while 
the shorter arm is 22 feet in breadth, but 
oniv’ extends 47 feet. This curious 
addition is surrounded by a Jow wall, 
which runs 16 feet in from the edge of 
the platform. That we are looking only 
at the rough core of the structure is 
certain, as there is-evidence that at least 
the space between the wall and the cross 
had been paved with marble. Many 
fragments of slabs of this material have 
been found, which must bave belonged to 
some artistic edifice. This is further 
indicated by a mass (to quote from the 
admirable official gnide) “of moulded 
shells for columns and pilasters, slabs for 
wall facings, steps and pavings, cornice 
mouldings and fragments of ornamental! 


details.’’—and it may be added of portions 
of bronze statues 


| AN FARLY KUBLA KHAN. 


Now speculation comes into play. That 
it may have been the substructure of 
au temple has been suggested. Some have 
thought that the platform may have borne 
the weight of a pharos, or that it may 
have served as the base for a huge 
catapult, or some such engine of war. It 
is impossible to. escape from the fact that 
the indications are in favour of its having 
been, at some time or other, the site of 
an ornamental building. If it were a 
temple, desecration seems no longer to have 
troubled the consciences of the inhabitants, 
and, af some futile building, they probably 
thought that the sooner its materials were 
put to more efiective use, the better. 
There is one thing certain—that it was 
in ruins before the fort had been 
constructed, as fragments of the moulded 
marble were used in the erection of the 
latter. 

Perchance, after all, it was the 
creation of some crack-brained megalo- 
maniac, who, having found that his plan 


dom 


leave it incomplete, an. enigma for the 
heirs of all the ages to solve if they could. 
May it not be that he whose mouldering 
bones lie within the fort was an early 
Kubla Khan who had decreed ‘a stately 
pleasure dome ” for himself—a strangely 
freakish act on the part of a Roman, 
whose nation, with its noted passion for 
building, ever raised its edifices with 
purposeful dignity and restraint? 

When the excavators have completed 
their work within the fort, they will have 
be. re them the fascinating task of 
laying bare the remains of the Roman 
town of Rutupie. Already preparations 
have been made by the purchase of « 
portion of the land which immediately 
surrounds the fort. ‘Tentative investiga- 
tions have revealed the undoubted. iact 
that a town of no mean extent existed 
on the promontory. The discovery of 
buildings to the north of the fort, in 
which were found layers of burned wheat, 
suggests that the export of grain in 
didition to that of oysters was a matter 
of importance to the merchants of the 
town which lay under the protection of 
the great fort. 


THE MUSEUM. 


To revert to the fort and is finds; the 
iittle museum, scon to be replaced by a 
more substantial building, is full of 
interesting objects. Here, in addition to 
the coins minted in London, Colchester, 
ind such distant centres as Amiens, Lyons, 
and even Milan, are to be seen specimens 
of the usual concomitants of every Roman 
site, such as bronze brooehes, some 
en: -elled; pins, fragments 01 jet, weapons 
and the rest. Two or three are of specia! 
note—-a lead ingot stamped with the name 
of the Emperor»Nerva, and the figure of 
a draped woman, carved in hich relief 


on a stone slab, four feet high, and 
wrought with some artistie skill, 
Perhaps, more intimate is the 


impression of a dog’s foot on a red Roman 
tile. There are the dents of the claws 
and the stamp of the pad. One mighf 
weave a little tale about this relic of. a 
long dead past—of the careful potter -of 
Rutanie, who, having spread his freshly 
moulded tiles to dry, before committing 
them to the kiln, was interrupted by the 
ineursion of an unruly street cur, which 
left its unwelcome marks as it. fled, 
bowling, before a well-aimed potsherd. 
Man and dog have long since perished. 
but the dog, at least, has left a proof of 
its existence, while the memory of the 
man has ‘‘vanished”’ like a streak of 
summer lightning.

This pi 
revives one of the saddest episode 
War—an episode that now is best 
forgotten—was to have been shown in 
England, but Sir Austen , in 
a letter to the British Film Censor, de- 
clared that its exhibition could not be 
permitted, and defended his attitude after- 
wards in the House of Commons. 

The Cavell affair was: among the most 
tragic events of four years of stark 
tragedy, and there, surely, is no point 
now in raking up bitter and painful 
memories, Films of this kind, however 
~~ they may be in their treatment, 
only can serve to retard that reconciliatjon 
of Europe’s peoples which is so essetfitial 
to the welfare of Western civilisation. We 
all want to forget the War—or, at any 
rate, all of us who had anything to do 
with it want to forget it; and I cannot 
understand why the Free State Board of 
Censors should think fit to pass for exhibi- 
tion in Dublin a film which the English 
people preferred. not to see, although its 
central figure is one of their national 
heroines.

Belfast Professor s Honour. 


Professor PD. L. Savory, the distin- 
guished Belfast educationist, who holds 
the Chair of French at Queen’s University, 
has received many congratulations on his 
appointment by the French Government 
as a Cross Knight of the Legion of 
Honour. 

Professor Savory, who has been at 
Belfast since 1909, was born in 1878 at the 
Rectory at Palgrave, Suffolk, where his 
father, the late Rev. E. L. Savory, was 
rector. Following his studies at Marl- 
borough College he proceeded to Paris, 
Berne and Lausanne, and on leaving 
Oxford University became assistant master 
at Marlborough. 

From 1905 to 1909 he was French 
Lecturer at the University of London, 
and was also Lecturer in French for the 
Londen County Council. For several 
years he was English. Lecturer at the 
holiday courses at Marburg University, 
Prussia, and in 1909 he was appointed to 
his present position at Queen's University, 
Belfast, as Professor of French Language 
and. Romance. 

Professor Savory served for a time in 
the Navy. being attached to the Naval 
Staff of the Intelligence Division at the 
Admiralty. He has been Examiner in 
French to the Oxford and Cambridge 
Schools Examination Board, and he has 
given good service as French Examiner 
to the Civil Service Commissioners. He 
is the author of several valuable educa- 
tional text-hooks

The street, so wide in comparison with 
the thoroughfare of which it forms a part, 
was at one time an open market-place for 
the sale of country produce, and was 
situated just outside the city walls. The 
Corporation levied iolls on the sellers, 
payable in kind, and as these dues were 
let out to the highest bidder it is hardly 
necessary to add that there were many 
grave abuses, and, as a consequence, the 
tax-gatherers of Dublin were almost as 
unpopular as their confréres, the publicans 
of the New Testament. They used every 
means of extortion to produce the greatest 
profit on their capital expenditure, and, 
strange to relate, it was a member of the 
fair sex who earned the greatest 
opprobrium owing to the unfairness of 
her demands. We are told that “ the 
people erected an effigy of her armed with 
a toll dish of utterly unfair proportions.”’ 
The name of this amazon was, appro- 
priately enough, Kate Strong. She would, 
I am sure, turn in her grave if she could 
see the doings of recent years when not 
only is there no tax to pay, but the 
Guards look smilingly on at the attempts 
of the buyers and sellers to hoodwink one 


another. 
A Famous ACissionary. 


The Rev. W. Wilson Cash, who has been 
addressing several meetings in Dublin 
during the past few days, is one of the 
leaders of modern missionary work, and 
for the last two years he has held the 
responsible position of General Secretary 
of the Church Missionary Society. 

Mr. Cash, who is in his forty-ninth year, 
is the son of Mr. James Cash, formerly 
of Manchester, and he was educated at 


the Cambridge School at Sale, Cheshire. 
In 1902 he went to Egypt to work under 
the Egyptian General Mission, and a few 
years afterwards he was posted at Menouf 
to work for the Church Missionary Society. 

During the European War he served as 


Army Chaplain in Egypt and Palestine. 
He became Senior Chaplain in the 
Egyptian Delta in 1916, and in the follow- 
ing year was given the honorary rank 
of Lieutenant-Colonel in the Eastern 
Command, and was awarded the Distin- 
guished Service Order. He became Home 
Secretary for the Church Missionary Society 


in 1923. and took up his present post as 
full Secretary in 1926.

Street Advertisement. 


A recent innovation in the art of 
advertising, at least as far as Dublin is 
concerned, is the custom of ‘‘ boosting ’’ 
an entire street for shopping purposes.

American Sculpture for Dublin. 


Mr. Edmund Quinn, the American 
sculptor, whose portrait bust in bronze of 
James Stevens has been lent to the 
Dublin Municipal Gallery of Modern Art, 
is a prominent figure in the American 
artistic world, where he is known both 
by his paintings and his sculpture.

INCREASING FIELD OF 
USEFULNESS.

HE Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Health was recently in 
vited to give particulars of the entry of 
women medical students fom university 
training in England, Scotland arid Wales. 
The reply, which can be found in Hansard 
of November 22nd, showed that there has 
been a steady yearly decline in the total 


number of tull-time women medical 
students during the five years ended 
1927-8. In 1925-4 there were 2,020 such 


students, but in 1927-8 this number had 
decreased to 1,46. The answer to this 
parliamentary question has made many 
people ask whether women are finding the 
opposition from the males so strong as to 
make it net worth their while. 

The real explanation of this decrease, 
however,. cannot be attributed to either 
of the causes suggested. As a matter of 
fact, during the war, when the lack of 
male medical students at the various 
institutions became a very pressing 
matter, both from the point of view of a 
likely scarcity of doctors in the future, 
and owing to the lack of fees making the 
running expenses of these institutions 
more dificult to cope with, an appeal was 
made to the women to come forward and 
enter the medical profession. As in most 
other directions, women responded 
splendidly, and, now that this special cal! 
has disappeared, we find a drop in women 
medical students. 

The time and preparation for the 
medical profession is both prolonged and 
arduous. A period of six to seven years 
is the usual time now required for 
qualification. Ordinary commercial and 
business life holds out glittering prizes, 
even to women, and it is not difficult. 
therefore, to understand the attitude 
parents who fit theiredaughters out for a 
career in those circles rather than keep 
ing them at medical schools for the long

period necessary for qualification as a 
doctor. 
INFANTILE MORTALITY. 

That there is an ever-increasing field 


for women in the medical profession, few 


will deny. - More and more attention is 
to-day being devoted to questions of 
health in the home, and to child welfare 


and maternity centres. These develop- 
ments are naturally fields in which the 
woman doctor could perform extremely 
valuable work. It is interesting to note 
here that while the mortality of child 
birth remains at an appalling figure, such 
progress has been made as to reduce the 
number of deaths in properly equipped and 
supervised maternity hospitals and nurs 
ing homes to one in five thousand. 

Tt is sad to state, however, that

With three weeks’ salary already earned, 
but unpaid, these workers are unable to 
afford their railway fares to their homes, 
and must spend the holidays in Dublin. 

The normal practice in all employments 
where salary is paid monthly is to make an 
interim payment prior to the helidays. Em- 
ployes in banks, Local Government offices 
and railways appreciate this concession, 
which involves no extra expenditure on the 
firms or bodies concerned, and similar 
arrangements would prove a boon to the low- 
salaried officials of the Civil Service who 
are unable during the year to save enough 
iu» meet the demands of the festive season.

PROVOST OF TRINITY COLLEGE. 


Many schools in Ireland had their 
annual rene Serene yesterday. 
In the course of the proceedings in con: 
nection “with certain of the secondary 
schools, reference was made, almost 
inevitably, to the effects of the Govern- 
ment’s Irish language policy. - 

At St. Andrew's College the Provost of 
Trinity*College said that it was just as 
well to remembér that not only in the 
school examinations, but in the profes- 
sional life of the Free State, a certain 
acquaintance with Irish had been made a 
condition of holding many positions. The 
Government seemed inclined to carry that 
policy even from there, and to-morrow it 
might be necessary to learn Irish to take 
out a motor car. 

At Rutland High School the Rev. 
Principal Hodges favoured the idea of an 
inquiry into the effects of the language 
policy, but said that in the meantime the 
schools should show what they could do 
under present conditions to produce good 
Christian Irishmen and women. 

The Principal of Rutland High School, 
Miss Stanton, said that by the com ulsory 
study of Irish, a language admittedly use- 
less in any other country, they were 
handicapping children for the battle of 
life and deli rately putting difficulties in 
the way of their intercourse with others. 


ST. ANDREW’S COLLEGE. 
a 
AND COMPULSORY 


IRISH. 

The Provost of ‘lrinity College, who pre- 
sénted the prizes at St. Andrew’s College, 
Dublin, yesterday, congratulated the school, 
the headmaster and the governors on the 
completion of a very successful year’s work. 
In Trinity College, he said, they knew of 
the good work that Si. Andrew’s was doing, 
and their test was far better than any 
examinations that the State held. (Hear, 
hear.) . The results of the State examinations 
this year were, he said, a little misleading, 
because a pass in Irish was a necessary con- 
dition to get a pass in the whole examina- 
tion. He did not intend to comment on 
the policy of the Government. Whether they 
liked it or not—personally, he did not like 
it—it was a fact that the school had to 
face, the boys had to face and the parents 
had to face; and it was just as well to 
remember that not only in the school 
examinations, but in the professional life of 
this country, a certain acquaintance with

_Irsh had been made a condition of holding 


many positions. So he thought that the 
boys had better make up their minds and 
face that fact—if they wanted to make out 
a career in the Free State, Irish was a 
necessary conditicn. 

The Governifient seemed inclined to carry 
that policy even further, and to-morrow it 
might be necessary to learn Irish to take 
out a motor car. (Laughter.) At all events, 
now that many of them would be thinking 
of what they were going to do in the world, 
they should make up their minds whether 
they would take up a career in this country 
or in the Dominions. If they decided to 
stay in Ireland, as he knew many of them 
desired to stay—he did not know of any 
better country to live in—({hear, hear)—they 
should face the fact; but, unfortunately, the 
country was too small, and a large proportion 
of them would find it necessary to go further 
afield. He impressed on the boys that in- 
tellectual equipment was the best capital the 
could possess going to the Dominions, t 
had the advantage that it did not get easily 
lost, as other capital did. (Laugbter.) 

CHOICE OF CAREER. 

Concluding, the Provost said that he 
frequently heard that all the older profes- 
sions were crowded out, and he wished to 
draw attention to a ‘profession which was not 
sufficiently known: that was the profession of 
the scientific expert in agriculture. Even in 
this country there were a certain amount of 
such appointments, while there was a great 
field for such appointments in the Dominions. 
In Trinity College they had a growing de 
mand from Colonial Governments for trained 
men, and the selaries offered were very good. 
The qualifications were not so very exacting. 

The Rev. J. L. Morrow, who presided, wel 
c@med the Provost, and thanked him for 
coming there to distribute the prizes and 
speak to the boys. - (Hear, hear.) They 
missed Sir James Campbell Percy that day. 
He had taken a very keen interest in the 
boys, and had assuved them the day before 
he left to live in London that his change of 
residence would make no difference in the in- 
terest he took in the school and welfare of 
the boys. (Applause.) 

Mr. R. M. Scott, M.A., Headmaster, ‘n 
his report, stated that the discipline of «he 
college had been excellent. There was 
spirit of loyalty, of obedience and of wil):nc- 
ness to co-operate, which was most encourag- 
ing. kt was encouraging also to notice that 
there was growing in the minds of the boys 
a belief that education consisted not only of 
getting. but giving, and that they were there 
not only to learn Latin or mathematics, but 
to give of their best service in return. 
(Applause. ) 

On the scholastic side df education they had 
done an excellent year’s work. Judged »y 
examination standards the success was no! 
evident at first sight, because in the chief 
examinations taken by the  pupils—the 
examinations of the Department of Educa- 
tion—the results were not good. During the 
vear ten pupils entered Dublin University, 
F. L Stewart obtaining a junior exhibition 
and the Haslet Memorial Scholarship. 


THE LEAVING CERTIFICATE. 

Referring to the leaving cettificate exainz- 
lion, Mr. Scott said:—Few of our pupils 
remain in college up to the age (763) at which 
it is possiblé for them to take the leaving 
certificate examination, and of those who do 
remain many are working for other examina- 
tions. This year only two candidates ei: 
tered for this examination, both of whon: 
were working for other examinations ; but de- 
cided to take the certificate examination also. 
One candidate passed, and the other, although 
he pased in six subjects, with honours in 
three of them, failed in the examination. 

In ihe intermediate certificate examination 
twenty candidates were presented, and three 
passed, two with honours. When we look at 
the marks of the candidates, we find that 
under the regulations prevailng in former 
years thirteen would have caagill the exami- 
nation, seven of them with honours. e 
failures were almost entirely due to the faci 
that Irish for the first time was a compulsory 
subject for this examination. Many of our 
students did not take this subject, and several 
of those who did take it had done only one 
year's work. Thus we have the strange 
result of a boy passing in eight subjects with 
honour marks in five of them, and yet failing 
to the examination. i 

The marks of our candidates in Enalish 
and French were particularly good, all the 
candidates passing in these subjects with 
eight hononrs in each case. When we take 
into cohsideration the fact that all boys in 
college who were eligible entered for this 
examination, and that the weaker candidates 
were not, as sometimes happens, kept back, ] 
think we can look on the result with con- 
siderable satisfaction. H. Harding passed 
this éxamination, and E. R. Matthewson and 
D. Ky Stewart passed with honours.

pupils passed and 137 gained prizes, includ- 
ing the Ferns Exhibition, the Helen Beaumont 
Memorial Prige and other special prizes. 
At the intermediate certicate examinations 
twenty-seven pupils passed, of whom eighteen 
sea with honours. The first three places 
in honours mathematics, the first ine applied 
mathematics, and commerce, were secured at 
the leaving certificate examination. Mount- 
joy had the second highest number of passes 
with honours at the leaving certificate exami- 
nation secured by any competing school. 
8 á ove Five sizarships and five junior 
exhibition and seven high places at entrance 
to T.C.D. were secured during the year. 

This year, for the first time, Mountjoy 
School secured distinctions in Irish in Trinit 
Cullege. A good start has been made wit 
au Irish sizarship and first entrance prize in 
Irish Pupils have now secured 90 sizarsh‘ps 
and 90 junior exhibitions. Upwards of twenty 
boys secured bank clerkships, including 
eleven of the twenty-five appointments given 
by the Bank of Ireland and six in the Royal 
Bank, One boy secured an assistant paymaster- 
ship in the Royal Navy. 

OLD BOYS DOING WELL. 

The old boys had a splendid record in 
college. Garfield Woods won the studentship 
in mathematics with a first-class moderator- 
ship and gold medal in mathematics; A. Gi 
Clarke won a first-class moderatorship and 
large gold medal in experimental science; J. 

McEvett had first of the first-class 
moderatorship in mental and moral science, 
and G. F. Ennis a first-class moderatorshi 
in natural science. F. T. Riley and J. C. 
McEvett had moderatorships in experimental 
science; four boys won scholarships, includ- 
ing all awarded in experimental &cienee and 
one in mathematics. Three senior exhibitions 
—the Bishop Law, the Townsend, the Wray— 
and many other prizes were secured by the 
old boys in Trinity College. In the Divinity 
School all the first and second-class testi- 
moniums awarded during the year were won 
by past pupils of Mountjoy School. 

During the year as many as twenty-one of 
our old boys qualified or were qualifying for 
admission to the medical profession. 

The new games field wag now in occupation. 
During the present season as many as five 
football teams and two hockey teams were 
turned out from the school on one day. The 
athletic trophies held by the school include: 
The Hockey Cup, won for the third time in 
succession ; the Vite-Saving Cup, won for the 
fourth time, and the Leinster Schools’ Cham- 
pionship for diving. Most conspicuous among 
the appointments secured by old boys during 
the year is that of Commander Ernest Colley- 
Grattan, D.8.0., R.N., one of the earliest 
pupils, who has been appointed Controller of 
the Post Office wireless and cablegram service 
in Great Britain; W. E. Hutchinson was 
appointed Assistant Medical Officer of Health 
in Singapore; and two st pupils have 
secured engineering appointments on the 
Shannon electrical scheme. 

THE ARCHBISHOP OF DUBLIN. 

The Archbishop of Dublin, having pre- 
sented the prizes, congratulated the school 
on the remarkable roll of successes, especially 
with regard to Trinity College and the Inter- 
mediate examinations, whether in the leaving 
or intermediate certificates. The work of 
the school, as far as one could see, was in 
a condition which could not be better. (Hear, 
hear.) 

He was very pleased to see the big number 
of boys going to the prrferg Á School in 
Trinity, and it was his desire that Mountjoy 
School should continue to send boys there to 
be trained for the ministry of the Church of 
Ireland. That school owed to the Church of 
Ireland a tremendous debt, and he wanted to 
see it repaid in man power. In the ministry 
the intellect had a tremendoys opportunity, 
and all the power of manhood could find 
exercise in it. He, therefore, rejoiced at the 
latge number of boys who were entering the 
Divinity School from Mountjoy, and he ho 
the number would be increased. (Hear, hear.) 

LORD GLENAVY. 

Lord Glenavy said that he had taken a 
deep interest in the wonderful progress of the 
school during the last thirty years. It 

layed a part in the intellectual life of the 
Free State, the importance and value of 
which eould hardly be exaggerated. Its suc- 
cess, he thought, was due in a great measure 
fo the genius, enthusiasm and enterprise of 
the Rev. William Anderson. Having pointed 
out how much the success of every school de- 
pended on the efforts of its head masters, he 
said that a great deal, too, depended on the 
boys themselves. In that school they had 
the tremendous advantage that the old boys 
set them, an honourable tradition to which 
they were bound to look up. The.longer the 
school lived and prospered the more binding 
and obligatory it would be for each of them 
to make up his mind to live up to that tra 
dition and not let it die. (Hear, hear.) 

No doubt, those of them who won prizes 
felt a considerable amount of satisfaction, not 
merely because of the intrinsic value of the 
prize, but as aii encouragement which 

and they could boast some 
of the qualities of application, self- 
reliance and confidence which were to 
a certain degree a hall-mark of their future 
success. At the samé time to those boys who, 
perhaps, felt disappointed at not getting a 
prize, he would say they should not be dis- 
couraged on that account. There were boys 
who, through Beir shyness, and want of 
sufficient self-confidence, were never able to 
do themselves justice in examinations, and 
yet he had known many such boys, who later 
on, when their minds were directed in a 
certain channel, and when they put some 
goal before them, had shown themselves just 
as capable of realising the success in their 
careers as the hoys who carried off the 
highest prizes and distinctions an their 
classes. 

On the motion of Mr. T. J. Hayes. the 
Archbishop and Lord Glenavy were cordially 
thanked for their attendance and addresses. 


RUTLAND HIGH SCHOOL. 
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THE STUDY OF IRISH A 
HANDICAP. 


“In looking forward to the school year 
ended last June I had hoped it would be one 
of strenuous and successful work. This hope 
has been fulfilled,’’ Miss Stanton, Principal 
of Rutland High School, said yesterday in 
her report on the year 1927-28. 

“Five girls entered for the Leaving Certi- 
ficate, and all passed, two with honours. This 
was the first year in which Irish was compul- 
sory for the Intermediate Certificate, and 
with this handicap onfy two pupils passed ; 
next year we hope to present a good many 
more. Some changes have been made in the 
regulations, and although Irish still remains 
a compulsory subject a lower percentage will 
be acce for a pass; provided that addi- 
tional marks are gained in other subjects. . . 
Our endeavour should be to educate our chil- 
dren to {ake a good place in this cosmopoli- 
tan world, but here in the Irish Free State, 
by the compulsory study of Irish, a language 
admittedly useless in any other country, we 
are handicapping our children for the battle 
of life, because éven if we look forward to 
their living permanently in this country, 
intercourse with others is absolutely neces- 
sarv for culture and commerce, and we ere 
deliberately putting difficulties in the way ot 
that intercourse.” 

Among conspicuous school successes 
enumerated by Miss Stanton were the follow- 
ing :—Of sixteen pupils who entered for the 
Incorporated Society of Musicians examina- 
tions, all passed, four with honours ; 
another passed the Royal Irish Academy 
Singing examination with honours. and a 
singing scholarshin in Alexandre Colleve was 
won by Miss Hilda Foster. The Trinity 
College eleven old pupils are doing well, and 
the winning of a Moderatorship in Experi- 
mental Science by Miss Lrene Rnttledge. a 
medica] degree hy Miss Kathleen Wilson, and 
a scholarship in modern languages. French 
and Trish, by Miss Nancv Pearson was held 
fo be Worthy of celebration by 4 school heli- 


day. 
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a fixing of interest. upon one’s self, one's 


country that is oppressed with that kind of 
peculiarity. bet us do away with suspicion 
and doubt of any kind. Let us face facts 
and realise that we msut have our schools 
and colleges conducted on broad lines so that 
those who learn in them may be built on lines 
enabling them to share in the life of the 
world as a whole, helping them to give out 
in service whatever is in them of worth, and 
fit them for life in the largest sense of the 


word. 
AN INTERIM IDEAL. 
“The position at present is a very critical 
one; perhaps the time has come when as a 
body we ought to have a very serious 1n- 
vestigation into this subject, when the road 
that we are travelling shonld be very care- 
fully examined to see how things are likel 
to go in the future. In the meantime | feel, 
since our scliools are helped forward and main- 
tained in a large measure by Government 
grants and the Government has adopted a 
cértain policy—which I think it high time 
should be thoroughly investigated—that our 
ideal ought to be something like this: to 
show them that we can produce in our scinools 
and training colleges a set of people who sre 
at once good citizens, god Christians, sane 
Irish men and women, and capable of aking 
their own way in the world. If we set it 
out as our fourfold object to send out such 
people under present conditions, we shall be 
doihg for the country and the Government, 
and the young people a very great work, and 
fulfillingga very solemn undertaking: I be- 
lieve a hol like this has that ideal in mind 
and has set that object before it.” 
Congratulating Miss Stanton on the success 
of the past year, Mr. Hodges concluded by 
wishing everyone a happy time at Christmas. 
The prizes were then distributed, and a 
vote of thanks to Mr. Hodges for presiding 
was proposed by the Rev. J. C. Breakey. 
The proceedings concluded with the singing 
of “God Save the King.”

DOCTOR REFUSED 
LEAVE TO STUDY. 
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LOCAL GOVERNMENT 
MINISTER. CRITICISED. 


Dr. O'Conor Donelan, Resident Medical 
Superintendent, reported to the Joint Com- 
mittee of the Grangegorman Mental Hospital 
yesterday that the population of the hospital 
was 3,550, consisting of 1,813 males and 1,737 
females, of whom 843 males and 810 females 
were in the Portrane branch of the institution. 
These. figures showed an increase of 64 over 
the previous year. 

The Free State Local Government Depart- 
ment, in a letter, pointed out that the 
Minister was unable to concur in the grant 
of six months’ study leave with pay to Dr. 
John Dunne, one of the medical officers of 
the institution. 

Mr. Curran described the letter as high- 
handed, and said that they should protest 
against it, and condemn it. The institution, 
he said, would get great advantages from the 
course of study which Dr. Dunne proposed to 
pursue. In other cases the same authority 
had made appointments: of persons from 
across the water on the ground that they 
had high degrees and qualifications. 

Mr. McGahan pointbd out that Ministers 
had encouraged persons to go abroad te seek 
knowledge which they could not get at home. 
Medical men had been sent abroad by the 
Free State Local Government Department to 
study new methods in regard to public health 
and they received the first appointments at 
the disposal of public bodies. The Free 
State Minister for Defence had sent young 
officers to America to acquire additional 
knowledge in the art of war. Alf it was 
necessary to do this to perfect officers in the 
work of destruction it was a far greater 
necessity to send officials to other countries 
to fit them for the preservation of life. 
The. Comm:ttee decided to send a’ depu- 
tation to the Free State Minister for Local 
Government to discuss the matter with him.

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The output of the Belfast shipyards foy the 
past year was 78,558 tons, which is a de- 
crease of 32,686 compared with last year 
This was eutirely due to the fact that Messrs. 
Workman, Clark and Co.’s yards were closed 
during the early part of the year. The com- 
pany, however, is doing well under the new 
management, and has orders for eleven 
vessels, aggregating 75,000 tons, on its books, 
most, if not all, vf which will be completed 
during the coming year. The firm only 
launched one ail steamer of 357 tons this 
year for the Belfast Corporation, compared 
with 48,911 tons last year. 
Messrs. Harland and Wolff, Ltd., on the 
other hand, had an increased tonnage output 
this year. They launched 15 vesels, of 
78,181 tons, compared with 14 vessels. of 
62,513 tons, last year; while the output of 
their. engine works rose from 43,125 i.h.p. 
to 80,660. This was largely due to orders 
for machinery for the Canadian Pacific liner 
Montcalm, and the Holland-America liner 
Statendom. which was launched in Belfast 
arid is being completed at Rotterdam. In 
addition, the machinery for two _ vessels 
built at Greenock and one at the Govan 
works of the firm was constructed in Belfast. 
and if these were added the machinery out- 
put would be 95,280 i.h.p. Taking Messrs. 
Harland and Wolff's combined yards, they 
have launched 101,786 tons of shipping, com- 
pared with 94,700 last year. 

THE LAUNCHINGS. 
The largest vessels Jaunched at Belfast 
were the three Nelson motor boats, Highland 
Monarch, Highland Chieftain and Highland 
Brigade, each of 14,157 tons, for the South 
American service. These were first class 
passénger boats, and will also carry chilled 
meat from the Argentine. The last four of 
the nine King Line cargo motor vessels are 
incladed in the list, five small oil tankers for 
the Lago Shipping Company. 
An outstanding piece of work by the firm 
was the construction and replacing of a new 
bow section for the Royal Mail motor vessel, 
Lochmorar, which went ashore on the Mersey, 
and had to be cut in two. The stern portion 
was towed to Belfast, where the new bow 
section was joined to it, and the length of 
the vessel somewhat increased. 

OUTLOOK FOR 1929. 

There is a considerable amount of work in 
hand at the two Belfast shipyards for the 
coming year. Messrs. Harland and Wolff 
have under construction a 27,000 ton veasel 
for the White Star Line, to be named the 
Britannic; also the Union Castle, Winchester 
Castle (20,000 tons). In the South Yard 
three motor passenger ships—the Ulster 
Monarch, Ulster Queen, and Ulster Prince— 
are being constructed for the Belfast-Liver- 
pool service of the Belfast Steamship Com- 
pany (Coast Line), and a motor passenger 
vessel of 10,000 tons for the Elder Dempster 
Line. In the new East Yard there are under 
construction a Nelson passenger motor ship 
of 14,177 tons, a Pacific Steam Navigation 
motor ship (17,000 tons), a Union Castle 
motor ship (20,000 tons), three Lago cil! 
tankers of 2,400 tons each. : 

The keel blocks have also been laid in the 
Fast Yard for the new White Star liner of 
60,000 tons, which will be about 1,000 feet 
long, and when completed will be the largest 
vessel in the world. It is expected that 
orders will be received in the new year to 
proceed with this vessel, which will take 
several years to complete. 

Messrs. Workman, Clark and Co. have 
orders in hand for a 20,000 ton floating whal- 
ing factory for Norwegian owners; a motor 
ship for Alfred Holt and Co.; a steamer for 
the Ellerman Lines, and four steamers and 
four motor ships for Messrs. Andrew Weir 
and Co. 

There is still a considerable amount of ur- 
employment in the Belfast shipbuilding 
trades, but it is anticipated that when these 
ships have been further advanced there will 
be a decline in the percentage of unemploy- 
ment jin shipbuilding trades. 


THE LOUGH NEAGH 
DRAINAGE. 


DEPUTATION TO LORD 
CRAIGAVON. 


At Stormont Castle, Belfast, last night. 
the Prime Minister of Northern Ireland met 
a deputation of the Lough Neagh Drainage 
District Trustees. to whom he stated that, 
as he had explained on a former occasion, 
the Government plans were entirely jndepen- 
dent of, and in no way affected by, the 
hydro-electric proposals recently approved 
by Parliament. 

After March 3], 1929. the Government 
would repay annually to the Lough Neagh 
Drainage Board any expenditure incurred 
ty the Board in the maintenance of works in 
the main channel] of the Bann, together with 
a percentage of their overhead charges. That 
sum would amount to £700. 

After the completion of the improvements 
the position would be—(a) The Government 
will undertake entire responsibility for the 
fnture dredging and maintenance of the Bann 
channel. (b) The remaining duties of the 
Lough Neagh Drainage Board will be taken 
over by the County Council concerned, and 
the future maintenance of the drains will be- 
come their responsibility under the Northern 
Treland Drainage Act, 1925. 

The Prime Minister pointed out that from 
October 1, 1929, agricnitural lands and farm 
buildings would be relieved of al] charges in 
fed of navigation rates. ) 

‘Xplanations of certain points raised by 
the deputation were given by Major Shep- 
herd, the Government . engineer, who 
assured the deputation that (a) the 
Government scheme involved neither the 
raising of the height of the Toome weir nor 
the maintenance of Lough Neagh in summer 
at. any -higher level than the present summer 
levei. On the other hand, the scheme pro- 
vided for the present summer level being 
maintained throughout the winter, except for 
short periods in times of extensive floods; 
(r) the mere removal and raising of artificial 
barriers without undertaking the improve- 
ment of the channel would not provide any 
permanent solution, nor would it alleviate 
the flooding in Lough Neagh and the Upper 
Bann to any appreciable degree.

£14,000 - SCHEME. 


At the meeting of the South Tipperary 
County Council, the proposal to carry out a 
drainage scheme on the river Anner was con-

lt was stated that the Anner flows through 
a fertile district, but owing to the flooding 
much valuable land was rendered worthless, 
md croms damaged, The pres2nt. scheme 
is one of the first in the South of Ireland 
under the Arterial Drainage Act, and in- 
volves an expenditure of £13,000 to £14,000. 
The Free State Government engineer had 
inspected the place, and, as a result, the 
Minister was prepared to give a free grant 
of £6,500, half the actual cost. The 
balance of the money would ba borrowed 
and repaid at the rate of £142 2s. 6d. 8 
year for thirty-five years—about a tenth of 


a penny in the £ on the rates. 
The Council considered the scheme a good 
one and approved of it,

Dr. Fogarty, Bishop of Killaloe, made 
this statement in the course of an address 
to the audience at the Christmas entertain- 
ment in St. Flannan’s College, Ennis. He 
was referring to the recent prosecutions of 
clerical managers of schools by the Clare 
Board of Health. 

‘‘ Nearly all the young people of this 
college come to us from the national schools,”’ 
said his Lordship, ‘‘and I am glad to know 
that they come to us for the great part 
well trained, healthy and intelligent; which 
is no small tribute to the excellence of these 
schools and the training given in them. It 
is most important that all these schools 
should be made comfortable and decent by 
the managers and teachers, as far as their

Trinity. College and Compulsion. 

“ What shall we do with our boys ?’’ 
This old question, which, in the Irish 
Free State, has assumed a new complexity, 
was raised yesterday by the Provost of 
Trinity. College, Dublin. As Dr. Gwynn 
said, the Free State, being a little 
country; cannot furnish a living for all 
her children; a large proportion of them 
must go farther afield. Hitherto this 
surplus has enjoyed the “run” of the 
whole British Empire on absolutely equal 
terms with all other children of the 
Empire In their native. schools and 
universities Irish boys have acquired a 
liberal culture which has been the ‘‘ open 
sesame ” to positions of emolument and 
honour throughout five continents. The 
Free State Government’s educational 
policy has wrought a serious change ir 


two respects. Henceforward the export of 


clever boys will be increased, and this 
larger surplus will compete no longer on 
equal terms with the output of British. 
The export will 
increase because public and professional 
employment at home is being reduced and 
its conditions are becoming less attractive. 
The boys who seek work in othtr lands. 
find themselves handicapped by 
inferior education.

In other words, we must grin and bear it: 
He told the students of St. Andrew's 
College yesterday that he did not intend 
to comment on the Government's policy. 
We know ‘that. Dr. Gwynn, a dis- 
tinguished scholar and a good Irishman, 
has inherited a trying legacy ; yet we ven- 
ture to quarrel with his restraint. After 
all, he has inherited responsibilities as 
well as difficulties. Trinity College owes 
much to the Protestants of Ireland ; and, 
if she is not to be their champion in this 
crisis, where—since the divided Church of 
Ireland ‘keeps. silence—may.they find a 
champion? Let us confront the facts as, 
we think, former Provosts, from Loftus to 
Mahaffy, would have confronted them. In 
the first place, compulsory Irish isa denial 
of freedom with which no Government has 
any moral right to oppress a loyal and 
law-abiding section of the taxpaying com- 
munity. In the next place, it is de- 
barring a host of Irish Protestants from 
the public services and the free exercise 
of the learned proféssions in their own 
land, and is injuring their prospects of 
exterual employment: ‘In the third place, 
it must compel many Irish boys to seek 
their education in countries where such 
tyranny is unknown. In the fourth place; 
it is striking a mortal blow. at liberal 
culture, and is contriving gradually a 
complete isolation of the Free State from 
the stream of European thought. These 
processes, if they are to remain un- 
checked, must do irreparable harm to 
Trinity College, and to the Church of 
Ireland, her main supporter. When the 
classics and the modern languages vanish 
from the schools, how long will Trinity 
College’s prestige and learning survive? 
When Irish boys flock to British. schools 
how will the College recall them; and 
how will the Church of Ireland maintain 
her congregations and the numbers of her 
ministry? Trinity College’s silence and 
the Church's vague optimism not only are 
refusals to face these vital issues, but 
must encourage the Free State Govern- 
ment to carry its policy to extremes. 
Surely the fame and welfare of an ancient 
university and’of an ancient Church are 
worth a struggle, even if. the difficulties 
and dangers have been increased vastly 
by six years of inaction. | 


War Pensions, 


In a memorandum which has just been 
issued by the British Pensions Ministry, 
Major G. C. Tryon, the Minister; gives 
some remarkable figures in illustration of 
the work that has been done by his depart- 
ment. during the last ten years. By the 
end of the present financial year no less 
than £860,000,000 will have been spent by 
the British Government on. ex-Service 
men’s pensions. Last year they cost the 
State £59,750,000. The British Government 
is spending far more than any other 
Government, with the possible exception 
of that of the United States, in the pro- 
vision. of sustenance for the men who 
fought and were disabled in the war. 
During the ten years since the Armistice 
France’s pension bill has been £450,000,000 
and Germany s £350,000,000. Both these 
countries suffered casualties far in excess 
of those which were suffered by Britain ; 
yet Britain’s expenditure on pensions has 
been 125 per cent. higher than that of 
Germany and 75 per cent. higher than that 
of France. Altogether there are 970,000 
pensioners of the British forces—a number 
which, with dependents, represents no 
fewer than 1,500,000 souls. Of course, 
this number is being reduced yearly by 
some 100,000... The Ministry. has been ex- 
ceedingly conscientious in its work. It has 
spent £55,000,000 on medical treatment for 
disabled men and £34,500,000 on special 
allowances to bad cases. Since 1917 the 
Ministries for Pensions and for Labour 
between them have devoted £38,000,000 to 
the training of disabled soldiers and 
Major Tryon now can boast that

The remarkablé success of the move- 
ment to re-absorb. disabled men into 
industry has been made possible only by 
the active co-operation of the employers 
with the Government. The King’s Roll 
includes most of the principal firms in 
England, and preference,‘ very properly, 
has been given to wounded men wherever 
the opportunity has occurred. Even the 
worst cases have found some kind of 
work. At the Poppy Factory in Rich- 
mond (Surrey) most of the men who have 
received employment have been certified as 
cases of 100 per cent. disability. Yet 
medical and surgical skill has done its 
work so well that even men with no arms 
have been provided with jobs at which 
they have become remarkably proficient. 
Ex-Service men in the Irish Free State 
are getting their British pensions, but Free 
State employers have not beén so anxious 
to help them as the employers on the 
other side of the Irish Sea. There has 
been much delay also in this country in 
regard to the provision of houses, The 
Killester settlement has grown into a 
small town during the last five or six 
years, and in various parts of the country 
small batches of houses have been built.

The. county Jibrary report of the 
Carnegie United Kingdom Trust for 1927-

service. “There are 15,000 local centres at 
work, ‘and grants by the Trustees amount 
to £400,000. In Great Britain at least 
three-quarters of the centres are in 
schools. In Ireland, however; centres out- 
side the schools are nearly as numerous as 
school. centres, “the reason, doubtless, 
being the fact that the service there is not 
under local educational authorities, which 
do not exist in that country.’ A report 
also has been published by the County 
Dublin Libraries Committee, from which 
it is evident’ that the possibilities of 
library development in Ireland are pro- 
portionately as large as in. England 


District Councils of the county «adopted 
the Public Libraries Act and built thirty 
libraries, with the aid of grants from the 
late Mr, Andrew Carnegie. In‘ time it 
became evident that a satisfactory seryice 
was possible only when. the . scattered 
elements were organised as a whole. In 
1926, the County Council became the 
library authority for the whole county, 
and to-day there are over 100 centres work- 
ing in the county. There are over 9,000 
borrowers, and over 5,000 books are lent 
every week. Books are conveged to the 
centres by motor van, and anton of the 
centres are allowed to select books for 
local circulation. The books are offered, 
and it is the people’s fault if any parish or 
any school fails to enjoy them. A fine 
work has been added to the activities of 
the libraries system in the public lectures 
which are provided during the winter 
months. Leading scholars, clergy, men of 
letters and men of affairs discourse on 
such topics as local history, plain song, 
ecclesiastical art, Irish folklore and 
poetry, horticulture, agricultural] co-opera- 
tion, and ‘‘the charm of birds.” Few 
can guess how much this silent service 
does for the happiness of the future, 


Where the Aurora Ends. 


A few nights ago dwellers in Ireland 
were able to admire a fine display of the 
Northern lights. Shafts of yellow lumin- 
ance shot and shifted’ from the horizon 
beneath the Pole star, like the gala lights 
of some vast, hidden city. In the days of 
our youth—since the sophistication of the 
children of to-day then was unknown—we 
read with satisfaction. and almost with 
belief, many a tale of a magic land that 
lay at the heart of that boreal illumina- 
tion. We were told of paths through the 
arctic ice that converged upon the gnomes’ 
region, and we envied the half-mythical 
Laplanders whose reindeer were capable 
of drawing their sledges to that goal, If 
we have been obliged to surrender the 
wonders of fancy for the duller marvels 
of fact, there still is matter for interest 
in the life of the Lapps. It is, after all, 
remarkable that within the highly 
civilised polity of Europe the Lapp race 
still flourishes. A writer in the Manchester 
Giuardian describes these snow-dwellers, 
whose homes lie beyond the black rim of 
our Northern skies. They are a folk of 
Asiatic stock, and their folklore harks 
back to origins in Siberia. They are 
citizens of Norway, Sweden, Finland and 
Russia, but they live according to their 
own customs, pay few taxes, and never 
enlist in armies. Their survival is wholly 
dependent on the reindeer. Clothing, 
bedding and wigwams they make of rein- 
deer fur or hide ; their staple food js rein- 
deer meat, ‘fresh or smoked, and even 
their cords, threads, harness, sledges, 
knife-hilts and sheaths are fabricated 
from reindeer products. When the Lapps 
go to church they take their sledge dogs 
with them, atid the dogs wander about 
the pews. After long journeys over snow 
the congregation, in the warm chapel, 
often dozes. No complaint is made 
by the sympathetic clergy, but the 
offertory bag, surrounded with little bells 
and attached to a fishing rod, is jingled 
under the sleepers’ nostrils. 
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LIEUTENANT-GENERAL SIR M. F. 
BRIMINGTON. 


Lieutenant-General Sir M. F. Rimington, 
whose death yesterday, at the age of 
is announced by The Times, was a notable 
cavalry leader, the organiser of the famous 
corps of scouts known as Rimington’s (ruides 
in the South African war. All over the 
Empire the death of “ Mike ” Rimington will 
be received with real sorrow, for men of all 
kinds of units, regular and irregular, had 
served under him and knew his remarkable 
personality and powers of leadersbip. 

The son of Mr. Michael Rimington, of 
Tynefield, Penrith, Michael Frederick Rim- 
ington was born on May 23rd, 1858, and went 
to Highgate School and then to Keble College, 
Oxford. After taking his degree he passed 
into the Army as a university candidate, 
and was gazetted to a lieutenaney in the 6th 
(Inniskilling) Dragoons in October, 1881. 

He served in this Bachiaishiaind expedition of 
1884-1885, in Zululand in 1888, and in the 
South African War of 1899-1900, being 
mentioned five times in despatches, and 
awarded the Queen’s Medal with eight clasps 
and the King’s Medal with two clasps.. He 
had held the post of Inspector of Cavalry in 
India, and was author of several works on 
cavalry. 

A few weeks ago Lieut.-General Rimincton: 
made some reference to Ireland as a possible 
source of foot-and-mouth disease. and was 
challenged by Mr. Bohane, Director of the 
Royal Dublin Society, to stake £500 and 
submit to the decision of a nomber of 
experts on the subject of Ireland’s immunity 
from the disease.

noted general infection with imperfect 
localisation, little or no cough, and only 
one small patch of pleuritic friction blood 
culture positive; streptococcus, an irrita- 
tive state of the nervous system, which 
produced profound distress and sense of 
illness ; yet with these was the wish, born 
of quiet courage and the habit of duty, to 
make light of the illness and hoM on to 
work, thus adding to the wear and tear 
of the fever. Towards the end of this first 
phase came an accentuation of the pleurtic 
friction, which-extended to the diaphragm, 

“The second phase was one of increasing 
toxemia with dusky appearance—dry, 
cracked tongue, periods of delirium, ex- 
haustion—in short, a clinical picture 
resembling that of a case of severe typhoid 
fever in the third and fourth “week, but 
with the added anxiety of attacks of 
dyspnea and cyanosis, due to the strain 
on the heart. 

“With the next phase came an abate- 
ment of fever and some evidence of 
localisation. The blood culture was now 
iegative, toxemia was less, delirium sub- 
siding. 

“The localisation in the right lung did 
not result at this stage in effusion, as 
shown by puncture and excellent radio- 
graphs. A few days later the temperature 
tose rather abruptly to a higher level, and 
on December 12th there was evidence at 
the extreme right base of an effusion which 
had commenced between the lung and the 
diaphragm. Drainage by means of rib 
resection was performed on the same day 
uhe general anesthesia (gas oxygen 
ether). 

“The prominent organism in the 
empyema has now been established to be 
identical with the streptococcus fognd in 
the blood. 

“Though the infective process has 
become gradually localised, its severity, 


coupled with the lowered vitality result-, 


ing from the length of the illness, must 
make the progress of healing difficult and 
tedious. Local sloughing, however, is less 
pronounced to-day and tissue reaction 
apparent. To stimulate vitality of tissues 
a brief general exposure to ultra-violet 
rays from a mercury lamp has been made 
each day since December 15th. 

“ The effect of these exposures is being 
checked by leucocyte counts and estima- 
tion of the bactericida] power of the 
patient’s blood. There is reason to think 
that this employment of the ultra-violet 
rays has, in oe with the treat- 
ment mentioned in previous st i 
been beneficial. r oe 

“ It is hoped that the foregoing account 
will help towards an understanding of the 
future course of the illness. 

“It will be apparent to medical men 
that not only the severity and length of 
the infection, but the exhaustion resulting 
therefrom, must make progress slow and 
difficult.

“ SOLID GROUNDS FOR 
HOPE.” 

The Times. remarks in an editorial 
article :—The nation will learn to-day 
with feelings of profound thankfulness 
that, in the opinion of the physicians 
and surveons in attendance upon the 
King, “there are increasingly solid 
grounds for hoping that recovery will 
résult from this long and anxious 
struggle.” This expression of confidence, 
it must be emphasised, is offered subject 
to a warning—that progress must neces- 
sarily be slow and difficult by reason not 
only of the severity and Jength of the 
infection, but 
resulting therefrom. 

No one can read the account of the 
King’s illness which his doctors have 
furnished to-day to the medical Press 
without experiencing an acute realisation 
of the grave nature of the ordeal through 
which His Majesty has already passed. 
There was a moment when the King's 
condition resembled that of a patient in 
the third and fourth weeks of an attack 
of typhoid fever, but with the added 
symptoms due to the strain on the heart. 
Actual infection of the blood stream had 
occurred, No sooner, moreover, was in- 
fection overcome in the blood stream than 
‘pleurisy, with effusion, took place, and 
an operation, requiring for its perform- 
ance the state of general anesthesia, 
became necessary. That these dangerous 
phases of the illness have been sur- 
mounted is due, without doubt, to the 
courage of the King himself, and to the 
skill and untiring devotion of the doctors 
who are attending him.

Firstly—The joss of stability by the 
Vestris when she encountered storms 
off Virginia capes; 

Secondly—The incompetence of Captain 
Carey and the crew; and 

Thirdly—The antiquated type of lifebelts, 
barred by United” States law, which 
were in use on board the ship. | 

The report, which covers twenty pages 
of foolscap, is divided into four sections, 
dealing with the launching of the liner’s 
lifeboats, the circumstances of the ‘sink- 
ing, the present state of the law governing 
the inspection of foreign vessels, and, 
finally, a list of fourteen recommenda- 
tions. ' ' 

An important finding by Mr. O'Neil) is 
that the Vestris was not subject to the 
regulations of the British Board of Trade, 
because she did not touch at her port of 
registry on her regular route, and that, 
because of the immunity granted to 
foreign vessels, she was not subject to 
United States rules either. 

In an attempt to solve the mystery of 
the disaster the owners of the Vestris will 
permit her sister ship, the Vauban; to be 
tilted over on to one side when next she 
arrives in port here, so that her behaviour 
may be studied by officers of thé United 
States Inspection Service. -7

Jewels worth between £30,000 and 
£40,000 were partially destroyed in a road 
accident yesterday, in which Lady 
Glanely, wife of the shipowner and race- 
horse owner, nearly lost her life, and a 
cyclist was seriously injured. The 
accident happened two miles from Royston, 
Cambridgeshire. 

A description of the accident was given 
to a Press representative last night by 
Lord Glanely when he returned to his 
home, Exning House, Newmarket. He 
had motored over to Royston in the after- 
noon to inquire as to the condition of the 


cyclist, who was ihjured, and to see the ' 


remains: of ‘the jewels at the police 
station. 

“ MASS OF TWISTED METAL.” 

““It is. impossible almost to believe that 
Lady ..Glanely. could have escaped so 
miraculously after seeing the wreck of the 
car to-day,’ Lord Glanely said. “You 
have no idea—it is simply a mass of 
twisted. métal. Her ladyship was. un- 
injured thanks to the brave intervention 


fof an unknown man who was passing at 


the time, 

‘‘ Apparently the car was proceeding 
along the road when a cyclist came out of 
a side turning. The chauffeur swerved to 
avoid him and the car mounted the bank, 
overtúrned and burst into flames.- Within 
two minutes there was nothing left of the 
ear except a mass of twisted débris: 

‘Lady Glanely, whose maid was sitting 
with the chauffeur in front, was tra 


inside ‘the burning éar, being unable to “ 


open the door and gain her freedom. Tt 
was then that the unknown man dashed 
up and dragged my wife through one of 
the broken windows to safety. A few 
seconds more and it would have been too 
late. The police are doing their best to 
find this man, to whom I owe a priceless 
debt 7 

‘‘The car struck the cycle and the rider 
was badly injured. He was taken to 
Royston Hospital, which I visited this 
afternoon. The poor man was still 
unconscious. 
PEARLS LIKE BLACK CURRANTS. 

“The dressing-case which Lady Glanely 
had with her contained jewels worth 
between £30,000 ‘and £40,000. Of course 
they had to be abandoned for the time, 
and the police recovered the remains of 
them later. To-day I visited the police 
station and was amazed to see the damage. 
The pearls were burnt to a cinder, closely 
resemb!ing black currants, and the mount- 
ings of the diamonds were melted. Yes, 
wéll over £30,000 worth of jewellery was 
involved, and only part of it was insured. 
The car, which was a new one a month 
ago. was not insured,’ so our loss is 
heavy.”’ 

Lord Glanely said that he was deeply 
indebted to those who helped the victims 
of' tlhe accident:. Within a few muinntes 
of the accident Captain Bolt, of Hayden 
Vale, came up in his car and gave assist- 
ance. Lady Glanelvy, who was uninjured, 
but was suffering from shock, was taken to 
the neighbouring house of Sir Cecil 
Neumann, where she received attention, 
and later went, to her home.

MORE REMARKABLE FINDS 
IN EGYPT, 
From Revter’s Sreciat CORRESPONDENT. 
CAIRO, Wednesday. 

A remarkable discovery has been made 
at Sakhara, near the pyramid of King 
Pepi II. by the Department of Antiquities. 

The communiqué on the subject says 
that several stone statuettes were found 
in a heap at the fon of a large sand-filled 
depression, some distance from any build- 
ing. Their attributes, costumes and atti- 
tudes indicate that they are Syrian deities. 
On the other hand, their workmanship 
seems’ to show the hand oí an Egyptian 
sculptor of the: Persian or Ptolemaic 
pericd. 

The largest statuette represents a fat, 
seated woman, wearing a high tiara. 
Others represent a man in Chaldean 
costume and “a: woman, both standing in 
rigid attitudes, with their hands extended 
forward, while a man’s head, with a large 
beard, seems to come from a winged bull. 

The winged bull, with a human head, 
was a characteristic design in Assyrian 
art, the sculptured 6ne in the British 
Museum having been taken from the 
Palace of King Sargon (722-705 B.C.), at 
Khorsabad, near Nineveh. 

The rarity of figures. of Western Asiatic 
gods gives considerable importance fo 
these figures, which further possess 
histerical significance, they were 
probably made for one of the foreign 
eclonies that were so numerous at 
Memphis in the later pre-Christian period, 
and of which hitherto so little has been 
known. 

Another communiqué records the finding 
at Sakhara of the red granite head of a 
volossal statue of a king of the fifth 
Dynasty, probably Userkaf, the first 
Pharaoh of the fifth Dynasty, as several 
fragments of other statues and temple 
reliefs bearing a cartouche were found 
near by. The head is in excellent pre- 
servation. and is in the finest style of the 
old Kingdom. It is the only colossa] head, 
except the Sphinx, known from the old 
Kingdom. Royal statues of the fifth 
Dynasty are virtually unknown. 

The head lay in a hollow formed by the 
removal of black basalt floor blocks of a 
fifth Dynasty temple.

ARRESTED IN FIVE

INNOCENT MAN IN JAIL FOR 
THREE YEARS. 

A remarkable story of an innocent man’s 
arrest in five countries and his imprisonment 
for over three years while fighting the cases 
brought against him, was told to the magis- 
trate at Bow Street Police Court, fF ondon, 
vesterday, when Reginald Leyland Heney, 
described as a company director, living at 
Waverley road, Streatham Hill, London, was 
charged on remand with obtaining credit to 
the extent of £400 without disclosing the fact 
that he was an undischarged bankrupt. 

Heney, giving evidence, mentioned that 
when travelling in Germany, Holland, 
Belgium, and France, he gave cheques, and 
was arrested in each country because the 
cheques were not met. He spent something 
over three years in prison fighting over these 
cheques, and was eventually acquitted in each 
country. What happened was, that his per- 
sonal banking accounts in Paris had been 
garnisheed for another man’s debts, every one 
of his cheques being returned unpaid because 
of this garnishee order. 

Mr. Edmond O’Connor, defending, said that 
this prosecution would never have arisen, and 
Heney would not have been hounded as he 
‘was through Continental prisons, if his per- 
sonal account had not been garnisheed. 

The magistrate dismissed the charge.

RESCUER. 

Duncan Souter, who was awarded the 
Stanhope Medal for the bravest deed of the 
year in 1925, was a member of the crew of 
the Grimsby fishing drifter Chimera, which 
ran aground while entering Montrose Harbour 
ot. Tuesday morning. The crew arrived home 
at Grimsby yesterday and praised Souter’s 
bravery on this occasion. 

“I have beeh to sea for many years, and 

have been wrecked four times,” said George 
Simmons, the cook, “but I have never seen 
a braver man than Duncan Souter. They 
launched the Montrose lifeboat to help us, 
but owing to broken water.and rocks she 
could not get near to us. The only thing 
to do was to launch a boat. Owing to shallow 
water she could only take half of us-at once; 
so Souter took four men first and rowed them 
to the lifeboat. Then he returned for the 
remainder and got them aboard the lifeboat 
safely. :

WOMAN AND BIRTH CONTROL 


PROPAGANDA. 

At Leeds Assizes yesterday, Eliza Ellis, 
single, aged thirty-four, a confectioner s 
assistant, of Bradford, pleaded guilty to 
setting fire to and destroying a caravan, 
valued at £200, the property of Mr. H. V. 
Roe, the well-known aviator, of Manchester, 
and used for the propagation of the tenets of 
the Constructionel Birth Control Society, of 
which his wife, Dr. Marie Stopes, who was 
present in Court, is the President. 

It was stated that only four days before 
committing the act, on the night of Novem- 
ber 20th. Ellis had made a similar attack, 
and was fined ten shillings on refusing to be 
bound over. | 

Mr. 4Russell Gurney, for the defence, said 
that Ellis threw herself on the me of the 
Court. She was a religiously-minded young 
woman who believed that the propaganda of 
the Society was ept to have an evil effect 
upon the minds of the young. 

Mr. Justice Charles, passing sentence, 
said; “ You disapproved strongly of the ob- 
jects of this Society, but you were not en- 
titled to burn down other people’s property. 
I take into consideration your good character 
and the fact that you have been awaiting 
trial in custody for one month, but I should ' 
not be doing right in merely binding you 
cver.. You myst have the very small sen- 
tence of two m@nths in the second division.”’ 

The prisoner said that she wished to state 
the reasons for her act, saying that when 
she was an inmate of a Poor Law institution 
sha had known of young girls under fourteen 
years of age being violated, and though she 
had complained to five clergymen no action 
had been taken.

The Secretary-General of the League of 
Nations has received from the Paraguayan 
Minister for Foreign Affairs a telegram 
ucknowledging receipt of the League’s 
cablegram (in which both Bolivia and 
Paraguay were urged to seek a peaceful 
settlement of their dispute). The Para- 
guayan Government frankly declares that 
it has mobilised all citizens between the 
ages of 18 and 20 years, but says that 
these measures, which. were justified by 
Bolivia’s invasion, were to be of a purely 
defensive character. | 


BOLIVIA BLAMED. 

The telegram goes on to describe alleged 
attacks by Bolivia against several Para- 
guayan forts and the concentration of 
troops, war material and means of 
transport. Bolivia is accused of having 
devoted considerable sums of, money to 
military preparations. Bolivia had not 
decreed mobilisation, but had. in effect 
realised it. 

Paraguay had had to take defence 
measures, but: the League could rest 
assured that Paraguay, doing honour’ to 
her traditional policy of peace, would 
commit no act contrary to this policy, but 
would confine herself to taking measures 
to safeguard her legitimate right of 
defence.

LORD GORELL ON SLANG, 
ITS USE BY BOTH SEXES. 


Lor] Gorell, whose speech in moving the 
second reading of the Mock Auctions Bill on 
Tuesday night revealed so intimate a know- 
ledge of the bogus auctioneers’ slang, has 
given @ Press representative his views on 
slang in general. 

“Slang, like clothes, has its fashions,’’ he 
said. . . I do not think there is much 
to choose between the slanginess of men and 
that of women. Women are just as much 
addicted to it as men, but their slang is of 
a different kind. Certain words are 
in use for a time, and then everybody gets 
sick of them and drops them. To-day we 
hardly ever hear the war slang, but at one 
time you hardly ever heard a sentence without 
the word camouflage in it. 

“The best slang expressions,” said Lord 
Gorell, “ may ultimately cease to be slang, and 
become part of the language. There is the 
American phrase ‘stmking a snag, which is 
a perfectly good metaphor, and is hardly 
slang any longer. 

“How did [ learn all this slang?’’ con- 
tinued Lord Gorell. 
several detective stories dealing to some 
extent with the crimina] world, and I have 
picked up a good deal by keeping my ears 
open when I hive been in different parts of 
London. 

“The phrases I used in the House of 
Lords are pretty well known to everybody 
who has gone into the methods of the gangs.

I 
know London slang pretty well, and have 
even been complimented on its accurate use 
in one of my books.”

As the conversations at Lugano, 
Sir Austen said that he had little to add to 
the communigaé issued by M. Briand, Dr. 
Stresemann, and himself. This was the first 
occasion on which they had met since March. 
It afforded them an opportunity for the re- 
moval of some misconception, and for a very 
friendly interchange of views, such as had 
become customary whenever they met. No 
new decisions were either taken or sought. 
The reparations question was being dealt 
with through the ordinary channels, and they 
did not attempt to duplicate the negotiations 
on that subject which centred in Paris. They 
were agreed that the first thing to do was 
to secure sg 4 m's of the Committee 
of Experts, and they hoped that they might 
be able to get to work very early in the 
new year. 

Their discussion of the other problems cealt 
with in the resolution come te by the six 
Powers at Geneva last September was of a 
ur 'Ág arr | and preparatory character, 
ut derived from it the im ion hat 
circumstances were favourable íor a solution 
if fresh polemics could be avoided whilst the 
experts were performing their task. 

Fa the warning of the Foreign Secre- 
tary, Lieutenant-Commander Kenworthy pre- 
ceeded to ask a supplementary question. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain said that he had 
already said all that it was desirable to say 
in the public interest of their country or of 
peace. (Ministerial cheers.) “I must re- 
spéctfully decline to answer any further 
questions,’’ he added. 

LABOUR PROTESTS. 

Colonel Wedgwood ong yl and Mr. 
jae (Labour) sought to put further ques- 

ons, but the Speaker pointed out that the 
Minister had already stated he was not pre- 
pared to give any further information. 

Colonel Wedgwood asked if the Minister 
was in a position to refuse to answer ques- 
tions legitimately put to him by members, 
and added: ‘‘I desire to ask whether it is 
not in the public interest that he should 
change his policy, or that we should change 
the Giovernment’?” (Ministerial laughter.) 

The Speaker tried to pass on to the next 
question on the paper, whereupon Mr. Kirk- 
wood (Labour) uttered a vehement protest. 
“Is it possible that men like us, who love 
our country, can sit by and see men retained 
on the Rhineland ?”’ he shouted. , 

ere were cries of “Order” from the 
Ministerialists, but Mr. Kirkwood persisted, 
and he ed: “ How is it possible to ex 
the Germans to remain at peace while British 
troops occupy their land ?”’ 

The Speaker called for order, but Mr. 
Kirkwood remained on his feet, and shouted : 
‘* This is ridiculous; it is Mussolini, without 
the ability of Mussolini. Who said sit 
ao fo Sit down yourself and order your- 
self. 

Colonel Wedgwood asked if it would be 
possible to put to te Foreign Secretary to- 
motrow in the deb e on the adjournment 
the questions which they were not allowed to 
put now ? 

Sir A. Chamberlain rose and said: May I 
make an appeal to the House ? 

There were loud Opposition cries of '' No, 
no.” and Sir Austen, with the comment 
“Very well,” sat down again, 

The Speaker—Strictly speaking, supple- 
mentary questions should be such as will 
elucidate the main reply. As the Minister 
has no further reply to give, there is nothing 
more to elucidate. 

This ended the incident. 

LOCAL GOVERNMENT BILL. 

The House once. more took up the tale of 
the English Local Government Bill, resuming 
at Clause 29, which relates to the rights of 
certain Urban District Councils to maintain 
county roads. 

Mr. Looker, a Conservative member, moved 
an amendment to extend the right to urban 
districts with a population of less than 20,000. 
This was seconded by a Labour member, Mr. 
Tom Williams, and supported by another, 
Sir H. Nield (Conservative), who said that 
the clause as it stood would have the unfor- 
tunate effect of tearing up agreements 
between District Councils which were at pre- 
sent working most harmoniously, 

Colonel Ashley, in reply, pointed out that 
in the last forty years great anomalies had 
grown up. Small Urban District Councils of 
three of four thousand inhabitants possessed 
these important powers, whilst others of 
thirty or thirty-five thousand did not. Some- 
thing had to be done, and the only question 
was where to draw the line. He thought 
that districts with 20,000 inhabitants should 
be the limit. That was the middle course, 
and in the case of highways the safest 
method was to keep to the middle of the 
road, 

The amendment was defeated by 225 votes 
to 128. 

Un a subsequent amendment by Captain 
MacMillian, designed to secure that a Coun- 
cil should be able to claim the right to exer- 
cise the functions of maintenance of its roads, 
if its estimated population was over 20,000, 
at the appointed date, Colonel Ashley said 
that he was disposed to accept the proposal. 
“He understood that the Minister of Health 
was contemplating a five years census instead 
of the ten years’ census. He suggested that 
the hon. member should withdraw his *mend- 
ment at present, and he would see that. the 
matter was put in order. 

The amendment was negatived without a 
division. The clanse was carried, and then, 
under the operation of the guillotine, the 
a gee up to Number 38 were added to the 
ui.

Boundaries arose on Clause 39. By the bill 
power is given to the County Councils to 
review them. Mr. Dunnico, however, moved 
an amendment providing for the setting up 
of a special Boundary Commission which 
could be either regional or roving, whose 
duty it would be to make reports to the 
Minister. 

Sir Kingsley Wood was surprised that 
from the Labour benches should come a pro- 
AM which would permit of an irresponsible 
jody to interfere in local affairs. It should 
not be forgotten that in the last resort the 
decision as to boundaries rested with the 
Minister of Health, subject to review by the

Mr. Mardy Jones, in urging the necessity 
for one authority, instanced the case of the 
Rhymney Valley, which is twenty miles long, 
has a population of 120,000, and is divided 
hopelessly by the river bed among two 
County Councils, fourteen Boards of Guar- 
dians, ten Urban Districts and two Rural 
Districts.

PUSITION OF THE CITY 
MANAGER, 


- 


The Free State Senate spent all yester- 
days sitting debating the Cork City 
Management, which passed through Com- 
mittee with trifling amendments. 

An amendment by Mr. Johnson, the 
Labour leader, enabling the Cork Council 
to revoke, as well as make, orders under 
the Shops Act, was accepted by the 
Minister for Local Government. 

A good deal of discussion centred around 
the City Manager, the method of his 
appointment, his powers and his tenure 
ol! office. An amendment by Mr. Johnson 
to delete the name of Mr. Philip Monahan 
as first City Manager, was defeated by 26 
votes to 15. 

In the course of the debate Mr. Johnson 
said that this bill was only the forerunner 
of a complete change in the system of 
administration in the country, and a new 
profession of City Manager, or County 
Manager, would arise out of it. 

A number of other bills secured second 
reading. 


EMPTY TITLES. 
——— 
SENATORS' FEARS OF CIVIC 
“ JUNKETINGS.”’ 


Westropp Bennett, 


Mr. 'T. Chairman, 
presided. 

The report stages of the -sevratntige ” bills 
assed without discussion :—National Health 
fneorance Bill, Expiring Laws Bill, Courts of 
Justice (No. 2) Bill, and the Public Safety 
Bill. 

On the Committee stage of the Cork City 
Management, bill, 

Mr. THOMAS JOHNSON (Labour) moved 
an amendment to omit the word “aldermen ”’ 
from Section 1 of the bill. He did not see, 
he said, the use of having aldermen in the 
Council, as they had no special functions 
to perform, and he thought that there was 
no reason for retaining an empty title. 

Mr. 8. L. BROWN said that he saw no 
reason why the title should be abolished, 
and, as the bill was an agreed bill, there 
was no reason why Cork should not have 
its aldermen if it wished. 

Mrs. WYSE POWER supported the amend- 
ment, and suggested that, if they were to 
have titles, they should be Ivish titles. 

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local 
Government, said that the new Council im 
Cork would haye to correspond in form to 
previous. Corporations, which had certain 
statutory powers and functions under pre- 
vious Acts under the title of “ Lord Mayor, 
Aldermen and Burgesses.’’ The hill provided 
for the election of aldermen. He hoped that, 
in the working out of local government in 
Cork, members of the Council who secured 
the higher number of votes would find some 
kind of useful function for themselves in the 
working of the city’s affairs. 

Mr. JOHNSON denied that the bill was an 
agreed bill, either by the Dail or the people 
of Cork. 

The amendment was by leave withdrawn. 

HE LORD MAYOR. 

Mr. BARRINGTON moved an amendment, 
the object of which was to secure that the 
office of Lord Mayor should be an honorary 
one. ‘Lhe biil proposed to establish a City 
Manager, and it aimed generally at a more 
economic administration; but in Section 6 it 
was proposed to permit the Council to endow 
a purely ornamental officer. By its own 
volition the Council conid establish a sinecure 
by giving the Lord Mayor a salary. There was 
no provision in the bill to limit the emoluments 
that the Lord Mayor might receive. 

They had many examples of the generosity 
of Corporations in the past, and of the 
inanner in which salaries had grown under 
their control. They had the notorious case 
of Dublin Corporation which paid its Lord 
Mayor three titjé@s as much as ihe 
Oireachtas paid a @inister ofethe Ex@tutive 
Council. In additien to that salary he had 
a palace placed at hig disposal. The idea 
was that the salary should enable the occu- 
pant of the oftice to entertain ‘culshed 
Visitors, and to keep up the dig of the 
eity. They all knew of municipal juiwctings 
which had not added to the dignity of the 
cily. If the city felt that a fund was neces- 
sary for the entertainment of distinguished 
visitors he would be prepared to support an 
amendment to set up such a fund in some 
other way. 

Mr. DOWDALL opposed the amendment. 
With the limited and very moderate 
allowance that. would be given to the Lord 
Mayor to entertain he did not think that 
any question of junketing would arise. He 
had attended banquets to distinguished 
visitors and he had never seen anything in 
the nature of abuse. There was alwavs 
serious loss to the occupant of the office of 
lord Mayor. . Since the suspension of the 
Council of Cork the Lord Mayor had no 
salary, while many prominent people and 
corporate bodies visited the city. No one 
but a wealthy citizen could entertain such 
guests out of his own private purse. The 
result was, that business people in the city 
had to come together and establish a fund 
to extend civic hospitality to visitors. That 
was a State of things that should not he 
tolerated. Such entertainments should be 
paid for out of the rates. 


NWORTHY MOTIVES. 


U 
Mr. FARREN (Labour) opposed the amend- 


ment, saying that it was not the people who 

had the most money that had the most talent, 

or the best intentions. There should be an 

ae to the talk about corruption in public 
les, 

The amendment was put and declared lost. 

Mr. Barrington challenged a _ division, 
but, when the Chairman called on senators 
supporting the demand for a division to 
stand up, Mr. Barrington was the only one 
who rose. . 

Mr. BARRINGTON said that, in regard to 
the observations of Senator Farren, they all 
knew that there were people in pos:tions on 
local bodies using those positions for un- 
worthy motives, and it was towards those 
people he had addressed his remarks. 

Mr MULCAHY, in reply to Sir John Keane, 
said that four quarterly meetings of the 
Council in the year were fixed hy statute 
Other Meetings between those could be fixed 
by the Council in aecordance with their own 
Standing Orders. 


SAFEGUARDING THE COUNCIL. 

Sir JOHN KEANE moved an amendment 
which sought to safeguard the Council against 
the eet ae of capital liability by the City 
Manager. e said that nothing would more 
clog the administrative machine than internal! 
friction, and they were not going to avoul 
internal friciion unless they had on the new 
Council an extraordinarily divine element. 
He admitted that the Council were having 
reserved the right to strike rates and to 
borrow money, but he would like more infor- 
‘mation on these points. Would they simply 
be presented with a fat accompli in the 
form of an estimate by the City Manager 
‘and told to strike the rate’? He asked the 
Minister to assure the House that there was 
provision for careful] conference beiween the 
City Manager and the,Council before the 
rate was struck. 

The Minister said that the Senator had 
evidently not studied the bill carefally. 
Section 17 gave details as to how the rate 
was to appear before the Council and what 
the procedure was. As to the question of 


capital expenditure, any matter involving such 


expenditure would, im the first place, have to 
be the subject of an inquiry. The Ministry 
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Mr. JOHNSON said that experts on . 
‘matter had assured him that 
He thought that at fe Poe 
he some specific restriction 


The Minister said that, in so far as the 
i material control of borrowing was concerned, 
it was in the hands of the Council. e 
thought that. the provisions in the bill were 
a complete safeguard against anything that 
was in the Senator’s mind. 

Sir JOHN KEANE withdrew his amend- 
ment, reserving the right to re-introduce it 
on the report stage after he had further con- 
sidered the matter. 


AMENDMENT ACCEPTED, 

An amendment by Mr. Johnson, enabling 
the Council to revoke, as well as make, orders 
under the Shops Act, was accepted by the 
Minister. 

Mr. JOHNSON moved an amendment to 
secure definitely for the Manager the powers 
defingd in the bill, and that all other wers 
in the bill should be retained by the Council 
until they gvere actually handed over to the 
Manager. He did not want any blurring of 
pe gs he said. 

Mr. BROWN said that the amendment 
would spoil the bill, as it would simply mean 
that the Manager would have only the powers 
given to him by the Council, 

Mr. DOWDALL said that any interference 
such as that in the amendment would do 
harm. The. vast majority of the ple in 
Cork were in favour of the bill. The 
Manager system had vindicated itself, and the 
bill would prove that further. 

The amendment was lost. 


THE CITY MANAGER. 

Mr. JOHNSON moved an amendment to 
Section 10, the object of the amendment being 
to delete the name of Mr. Philip Monahan 
from the bill as first City Manager, and to 
leave it to the Council to select him if it 
chose. His proposal was that the Local Ap- 
pointments procedure should operate. The 
Senate was asked to participate in making 
Mr. Monahan the first City Manager with- 
out knowing anything about him, or what his 
qualifications were. The Minister should 
take upon himself the responsibility of 
making the appointment or leave it to the 
machinery for local appointments. 

On a division, the amendment was lost by 
26 votes to 15. 

Mr. COMYN (Fianna Fail) moved an 
amendment which sought to add to the :sec- 
tion dealing with the appointment. of Citv 
Manager a new sub-section, providing that. 
in the case of a vacancy, the Local Appoint. 
ments Commissioners should recommend to 
the Council not less than three persons for 
appointment. He said that he wanted to 
secure for the Council some part in the selec 
tion of candidates. They would work on 
more cordial terms with a Manager whom 
they elected than with one imposed on them, 
possibly by a political party to whom they 
were opposed. 

Mr. O'HANLON said that their object was 
to secure efficiency. The Local Appointments 
Commission was set up to secure that, and 
they were the persons best fitted to do so. 
As the amendment stood, if there were only 
three applicants, their, names would have to 
be forwarded, whether they were fit persons 
or not, and if the most worthless was a local 
man and the other's were not, the local man 
would probably be elected. He opposed the 
amendment. 


“ THE BEST MAN.” 

Mr. DOWDALL said that there might be 
a limited range of choice in the early stuges 
uf development of this form of local govern- 
ment, but he believed in giving some discre- 
tion to the Council. He had voted for the 
section, naming the first Manager, because he 
knew Mr. Monahan’s work, and was con- 
vinced that he was the best man. 

Mr. KENNY opposed the amendment. 
They should -trast the Local Appointments 
Commissioners, he said. Nine-tenths of the 
local authorities who had recently been 
circularised on the matter, had expressed the 
opinion that the Commissioners were giving 
satisfaction, and the objections raised in 
some cases were mainly in regard to delays 
that had occurred. 

Sir JOHN KEANE said that while he ad- 
mitted that centralised administration would 
give the best results at present, they should 
take the long view. He was not so pessiimis- 
tic of democratic administration as to hold 
that local bodies could not be trusted. They 
should be given power in order that they 
might develop a sense of responsibility. 

Mr. JAMESON, in opposing the amend 
ment, said that the Senate wo do a bad 
thing if it interfered with the’ working of 
the Act. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that the amendment 
would constrain the judgment of the Appoint- 
ments Committee. On one occasion when the 
names of two persons, with equa! qualifica- 
tions, were sent down, the local body was 
most indignant. The result of sending down 
three names would he that the 
qualifications and characters ‘of three 
persons would “be discussed in public. 
Personally, he was convinced that the sending 
down of three names would not effect an 
improvement. 

On a show of hands the amendment was 


declared lost. 


MANAGER’S RETIRING AGE. 

Mr. COMYN moved an amendment to fix 
the retiring age of the City Manager at, 65. 

Mr. O’FARRELL said that he favoured the 
principle of the amendment, but he did not 
think it was good policy to fix the age of 
retirement when they had not fixed conditions 
of service and salary. 

Mr. MULCAHY said that under the bill 
the Manager was made an officer and the age 
limit of 65 would apply in his case as in 
that of other officers. 

Mr. COMYN said that his intention was to 
make explicit in the bill what the Minister 
said was implicit. 

The amendment was lost, 

Mr. JOHNSON moved an amendment to 
the effect that the Manager should hold office 
for a probationary period of seven years. 
After two full councils had experience of the 
work of the, Manager, and if he was found 
suitable, it could be made a life appointment 

Mr. CONNOLLY suggested a period of two 
or three years’ probation, but he asked was 
the Manager to be compensated or pensioned 
or was he simply to be discarded. He should 
he compensated in accordance with his years 
of service. 

Mr. BAGWELL said that it would prevent 
their getting the best class of men, who would 
not apply if they had to undergo a proba- 
tionary period, with the possibility of being 
thrown out without compensation of any 
kind.

ARMAGH PARISH PRIEST AND 
PROPOSED NEW SCHOOL, 


At the meeting of the Armagh Regional 
Education. Committee,, which was held last 
Tuesday night, Mr. J, 8. Carrick presiding, 
the Buildings and Transfers Committee 
reported having received a letter from the 
Rev. Patrick Macken, P.P., Tandragee, 
Manager of St. James's Public Elementary 
School, Tandragee, in which he stated that 
neither the parents nor he, as Parish Priest 
and manager of the school, would consent to 
allew the Catholic children to attend the 
proposed new school,in Tandragee under any 
coneideration whatsoever. 

The sub-committee regretted that the 
children who attended at St. James’s School 
might be deprived of/the many advantages 
which would be afforded in the new school, 
and they thought that it would be well to 
make it clear to the manager that the com- 
mittee were prepared to take over 
existing staff in St. James’s School in the 
event of the manager altering his decision in 
the .matter. They were anxious to provide 
the necessary accommodation, and to make 
such arrangements as would enable the 
children of all denominations in Tandragee 
and neighbourhood to participate equally, 
with the approval of the several managers, in 
the benefits of the new school. 

Mr. Rock—The Parish Priest of Tandragee 
has given you your marching orders. 

The Northern Ministry of Education wrote 
that they had received a similar letter from 
the Rev. P. Macken, and stated that, on the 
evidence before them, they were not prepared 
to sanction a larger house than that required 
to meet the needs already served by the 
Grove Tandragee Boys’ and Girls” Public 
Elementary School. In these circumstances, 
the accommodation to be provided in the 
new house should be limited to 250 pupils. — 

Mr. Rock—The Parish Priets has given his 
instructions, and both the Ministry and we 
have had to swallow them. Of course, we 
will not attempt to close the school, as we 
did at Seagoe. 

The Chairman—We never closed Seagoe. 

Mr. Mathers remarked that the leading 
Presbyterians of Tandragee were anxious to 
have the new school built. 

Mr. Locke—Mr. MeclIvor represented the 
Catholic children when the deputation came 
here in favour of the new school; but now 
he is, apparently, over-ridden by the priest.

Dr. Andrew Charles, ‘in his report to 
the annual meeting of the Management 
Committee of the City of Dublin Skin and 
Cancer Hospital, Hume street, Dublin, 
yesterday, made a statement upon the‘use 
of Deep X-Ray Therapy in the hospital, 
and said that in early cases of cancer the 
treatment had a controlling effect on the 
disease, the symptoms disappeared, and 
the patient was able to resume his 
ordinary occupation. They could point, 
he said, to several cases so treated without 
recurrence over a period of five years. 


NEW _ INSTALLATIONS, 


HOSPITAL ACCOMMODATION 
INCREASED 


Mr. A. V. Browne, who presided, made a 
statement, in the course of which he said— 
It is becoming increasingly necessary. for us, 
as 1 imagine is the case with most other nn- 
endowed hospitals, to scrutinise more care- 
fully the means of patients presenting them- 
selves for treatment, and to restrict our free 
treatment to those who are clearly unable to 
pay anything. 

Dering the past year we have considerably 
increased our hospital accommodation by the 
equipment of our new Nursing Home in 
Hume street. This has set free some of the 
semi-private wards in the hospital for the 
use of ordinary patients. We have installed 
a new Diagnostic X-Ray apparatus during 
the year of the latest type, which will enor- 
mously assist our technique, and we have 
made several important additions to our 
Klectro- Therapeutic Department in pursuit oí 
our determination to keep abreast of all 
proved modern forms of treatment. 


MEDICAL REPORT. 

The Medical Superintendent, Dr. Andrew 
Charles, F.R.C.S., in the course of the medi- 
cal report, stated that during the past year 
13,562 out-patients were treated. There were 
4.628 attendances for light treatment. ‘The 
intern patients numbered 312, and there were 
357 Eriangen treatments. It would thus be 
seen that there was an average number of 
patients of all classes. There was an increas- 
ing attendance at the night dispensary, which 
was provided for those Dublin patients who 
could not attend in the day-time 

In the course of a short historical sketch 
of the evolution of the treatment of cancer, 
Dr. Charles said that the disease was first 
mentioned by the ancient physician, Hippo- 
crates (in the fifth century B.C.), who knew 
of it as an incurable and fatal cutaneous 
disease. From his time on, and for several 
centuries afterwards, it was confounded with 
all sorts of chronie infectious ulcers, and it 
was Celsus {in the first century of our own 
era) who first differentiated between them. 
Galen (in the second century) wag the first to 
realise that cancer was a disease with inter- 
nal, as well as external, manifestations, but 
he made the mistake of attributing those 
manifestations to derangement of bile. He, 
therefore, prescribed internal remedies with 
mild local applications, and only advocated 
surgery with causterisation as a last resort. 
The Arab physicians during the early Middle 
Ages showed a considerable knowledge of the 
pathology of the disease, but the net resuit 
of their studies was to characterise it as 
hopeless. 

THE COMING OF THE MICROSCOPE. 

Up to the eighteenth century cancer was 
considered a constitutional disease, but from 
this period a systematic investigation into the 
nature of malignant tumours was commenced, 
and the introduction of the microscope into 
medicine in the early part of the 19th 
century considerably added to medical know- 
ledge by enabling it to differentiate between 
cancer, tuberculosis, melanotic and othe 
giowths. Muller was the first to realise the 
distinction. between the various classes of 
tumours and to treat them on a scientific 
basis. By the middle of the 19th century 
the different types of cancer were clearly 
differentiated, and since then innumerable 
theories have been propounded as to the 
causation of the disease, but it had to be 
admitted that up to the present none of them 
had given a satisfactory insight into the true 
nature of the origin of the malignant growths. 

The introduction of the X-Ray, added Dr. 
™harles, into the field of medicine dated back 
to 1895 when Roentgen discovered that the 
rays emanating from a Crook’s tube were 
capable of affecting a properly sensitised 
photographic plate, and after a short period 
of experimentation it was found that these 
rays produced erythema of the skin, derma- 
titis and even chronic ulceration. Hence 
their use in therapy was suggested. It was 
soon found that these rays had a beneficial 
effect on epithelioma, but this was soon 
followed by the diseovery of the dangers of 
radiation, and little by little they had been 
learning and were still learning the true value 
of the X-Rays. Following the discovery of 
the X-Ray, Becqueral in 1901, found that 
the new element, radium, discovered by Curie 
three years previously, produced similar effects 
to the Roentgen rays. However, due to the 
greater expense and difficulty of procuring it, 
radio-therapy advanced more slowly until 
about 1918, when this field of study received 
a great stimulus. 


THE HOSPITAL'S WORK. 

Regarding the work that was being done 
by the City of Dublin Skin and Cancer Hos- 
pital, Dr. Charies said that they had main- 
tained the number of Erlangen treatments 
during the year, and could claim to have had 
several notable results. There was a ten- 
dency in certain quarters to belittle Deep 
X-Ray Therapy treatment, and to assert that 
it did not justify the result claimed for it. 
They, however, had never claimed that 1t 
was A universal pavacea for all types and 
conditions of cancer. What they did claim, 
and what they asserted without fear of 
refutation was, that in all cases it gate 
relief from pain which was no small matter, 
that in many types of cancer it stayed the 

rogress of the disease and gave increased 
ife without suffering, and that in certain 
conditions of cases not too advanced it 
effected what they believed to be a per: 
manent cure. In cases of cancer of the larynx 
and pharynx and mouth, Deep X-Ray 
Therapy, combined with Diathermy, gave 
relief with extended life and freedom Ban 
pain, even in the most advanced cases, and 
In early cases a possible cure. In many early 
eases of cancer they had also found that a 
slight surgical operation, followed by Deep 
X-Ray Therapy, prevented extension of the 
disease, and rendered subsequent surgical 
operations unnecessary. 

Their experience with Deep X-Ray Therapy, 
ranging now over a period of six years, 
briefly was that in cases of incurable cancers 
the treatment gave a large amount of relief, 
freedom from pain, and prevention of 
hemorrhage, while rendering existence more 
bearable to the sufferers and less distressing 
to their friends. While in early cases of 
cancer the treatment exercised a controlling 
effect upon the disease, the symptoms dis- 
appeared, and the health of the patient was 
restored so that he could resume his ordi. 
nary occupation. They could point to several 
cases so treated without recurrence over five 
years, 

MORE MONEY NEEDED. 

The X-Ray department of the hospital was 
one of the largest and best equipped in the 
British Isles, continued Dr. Charles, and 
every year endeavours were being made for 
improvements in technique and equipment. 
At present. they were desirous of spending 
about £3,000 (which they had not got) in 
equipping a radium department-£1,600 for 
the purchase of radium and £1,500 for the 
construction of an annexe. One gramme of 
radium, roughly the size of a threepenny- 
piece, cost £12,000, and he believed that 
there were only 500 grammes in the world. 

About 12 milligrammes were required for 
eancer of the tongue, 70 for cancer of the 
brain, and ahout 140 for cancer of the breast, 
a milligramme costing £11 10s. 


“A MESSAGE OF HOPE.” 

Mr. M. J. A. Purtill, F.A.A., proposing 
the adoption of the reports, said that it was 
only by work such as was being carried out 
at the City of Dublin Skin and Cancer Hos- 

ital that cancer could be cured. The estab- 
lishment of the hospital, which had been 
accomplished without State aid, was a real 
and practical effort for alleviating the suffer- 
ing and prolonging the life of the cancer 
patient. -

The thirty-ninth ordinary general meeting 
of the shareholders of Dorman, Long and Co., 
Lid., was held at Zetland road, Middles- 
brough, on Tuesday, December 18th. Sir 
Arthur J. Dorman, Bart., K.B.E., chairman 
of the directors, presided. -— 

Sir Arthur Dorman, in moving the adoption 
of the directors’ report the accounts 


and 
for the year to September 30th, 1928, said :— 


There is little to call a “ntion to in the 
balance sheet. The amount cutstanding of 
the 54 p.c. Debenture Stock 1 -s been reduced 
by a further £45,950 under the operation of 
the Sinking Fund. The re i und for the 
purchase of these Debentures has been in- 
creased by £39,940 to = 167. It may be 
noted that this year it has been possible to 
provide this amounf of £39,940 out of profits, 
und not, as was done last year, by a transfer 
from the reserve for general purposes. 

Trading debts due by the company are 
£62,000 less and debts due to the company 
are ,£55,000 less than last year; the amount 
due to our bankers on general account has 
been reduced by £279,180, and stocks and 
work in progress have been reduced by 
£287 ,862. these reductions are largely 
due to the sale of our Sydney and 
Melbourne Yards to Australian Iron 
and Steel, Ltd., to which I will refer in 
more detail Jater on. The amount due to the 
bank on bridge contracts has been increased 
by £139,525, but the corresponding figure 
on the assets side (work in progress on 
bridges) has also been increased. he total 
amount owing to bankers has been reduced 
by £139,655 

The reserve for er purposes remains 
unchanged at £269,494. 

On the assets side you will see that £62,628 
has been written off the capital expenditure. 
This represents the amount at which the 
two constructional yards at Melbourne and 
Sydney were standing in our books at the 
time of the sale referred to above. This sum 
has been entered as an asset under the 
heading of investments, which have increased 
by £191,003. 

PROFIT FOR THE YEAR. 

Expenditure on bridges has been increased 
by £181,869, but it is anticipated that in 
future our outgoings will be more than 
halanced by what we receive, always provided 
that progress of the work is not interfered 
with by labour troubles or other causes over 
which we have no control. 

Short rents and royalty accounts have been 
written down by £15,515. 

The profit for the year, together with last 
vear’s carry-forward, amounts to £355,315 
10s. 7d. After payment of Debenture interest, 
dividend on the 6 p.c. shares, directors’ fees 
and £39,940 Debenture redemption, thero 
remains a balafnce of £54,621 13s. 10d., 
£50,000 of which it 1s proposed to write off 
for depreciation, carrying forward the balance 
of £4,621 13s. 10d. to next year’s accounts. 

The year under review has not been an easy 
one. We started well with the remains of 
the aceumulation brought about by the 
stoppage in 1926. Orders Rs vonadiir, & fell 
away, but, [ am glad to say, there are now 
marked signs of improvement. 

Later on_our managing director will tell 
you in some detail of how things have fared 
in our works in this country. 

As regards our overseas’ interests, the year 
has been one of progress. When I spoke 
to you last year I drew: your atténtion to 
our decision to have a direct representation 
of our own in India. Early in the year 
Mr. Charles Dorman visited that country, 
and, as a result, we have now opened a 
branch office in Calcutta, and good work has 


already been done in order further. to de- 


velop our footing in that important market. 
We have acquired a suitable site upon which 
we have established a stockyard, and are 
proceeding “with the erection of fabricating 
shops. ews . 

I, myself, visited Cape Town and Dur- 
ban and saw the new constructional shop 
which Messrs. Wade and Dorman have estab- 
lished at Cape Town. I am sure the pro- 
vision of this shop is a step in the right 
direction, and I look forward to an increase 
in Wade and Dormán's activities there. 

ARGENTINE AND EGYPT. 

In the Argentine the British Structural 
Steel Go., Ltd., have had a very successful 
year. The new shops which were erected 
in 1925 are in full. op@ration, and the de- 
mand continues good. 

In Egypt we are extending our bridge- 
building connection, and although we have 
no direct representation, we may look upon 
ourselves as being well established both in 
that country and in the Sudan. 

In Australia there is a somewhat different 
situation to report. As 1 have already men- 
tioned above, we took advantage of an op- 
portunity offered to us by Mr. Cecil Hos- 
kins, Chairman of Hoskins Iron and Steel 
Co., Ltd., to enable him and some others 
to form a new company to. be known as 
Australian Iron and Steel, Lid. This com- 
pany has now been formed with an 
authorised capital of £5,000,000, consisting 
of 35 million Ordinary shares of £1, 1; 
million” 75 per cent. Cumujative Preference 
shares of £1 each, of which it was decided 
to issue 2,100,000 of the Ordinary shares 
and 1,000,000 Cumulative Preference shares, 
the remaining shares being reserved for 
future. issue. 

The Cumulative Preference shares wer 
issued to the public and now stand at a 
small premium. Six hundred thousand of 
the Ordinary shares were taken by Dorman. 
Long, and Co., Ltd., 400,000 by .Messrs 
Howard Smith, Ltd, 100,000 by Messrs. 
Baldwins, Ltd., of Port Talbot, and the 
remainder by Messrs. Hoskins Iron .and Steel 
Co., Ltd., all either for cash or assets 
brought into the new company. In our 
case, we received 500,000 shares for the 
transfer of our Melbourne and Sydney pro- 
perties, and the remaining 100,000 shares 
were paid for out of the proceeds of our 
stock, which was taken over and paid for 
in eash by Australian Iron and Steel Co., 
Ltd. 

Hoskins Iron and Steel Co., Ltd., are an 
old-established firm of»iron manufacturers at 
Lithgow, with Cast Iron and Steel Pipe 
Works at Sydney ahd Brisbane. They con- 


trol an almost unlimited supply of minerals, 


and at that time were erecting a large modern 
Iron and Steel Works at Port Kembla, on 
the seaboard, 58 miles south of Sydney. The 
first unit of these new works—namely, a 
modern blast-furnace, capable of producing 
4,000 tons a week, was -lown in in October 
Jast, and is now in successful operation. 
Rolling Mills are aleo in course of erection, 
which will enab'e them to take full advan- 
tage of the presence of Dorman, Long, and 
Co.’s Constructional Yards 

For the last 30 years Dorman, Long and 
Co. have gradually built up a very important 
constructional business in Australia. When 
we were approached by Mr. Hoskins, this 
portion of our undertaking was giving results 
which were extremely satisfactory to us, but 
the attitude of the Australian Commonwealth 
as regards protection was making us doubt 
whetheg the object with which we had begun 
this enterprise—namely, the supply of our 
own steel—would ‘be fulfilled. 


PROPERTY TRANSFERRED. 

The opportunity presented itself of realising 
the results of our enterprise and acquiring at 
the same time ‘an investment in one of the 
Dominions of which we thought we ought to 
take advantage.

SYDNEY BRIDGE. 

Our bridge-building and constructional 
departments have been very busy during the 

ear. Om October 10th the bridge over the 

yne was: formally opened is Majesty 
the King, to whom we must all wish a speedy 
recovery from his grave illness. 

Any of you who have seen this bridge will 
agree that we may justly take it for 
iis construction, and that it forms a monu- 
ment to the efficiency of British engineers 
and engineering. 

With regard to the Sydney Harbour Bridge, 
we have excellent news from Mr. Ennis, our 
local director, concerning progress now being 
made. The approach spans have been com- 
pleted and work has started on the erection 
of the main arch. Naturally, owing to their 
size, the first members of the arch present 
the greatest difficulties in fabrication, but 
i am glad to say that our latest information 
A to the effect eg i acl cams yet have 

n overcome, and that really good progress 
has been made during the os You will 
remember that this éide is of the same 
type as the Tyne Bridge, and you will get 
some idea of its magnitude when I tell you 
that the span is about three times as great 
as that of the latter bridge. 

The Abu Deleig Bridge om the line between 
Kassala and Wad Medani was opened for 
traffic on July Sth. We look upon this also 
as a creditable performance, seeing that the 
Bridge and the temporary one to carry the 
traffic during construction were completed 
during a single season. 

Good progress has also been made’ with 
Bridges over the Pungwe River and the 
Limpopo River, both in Eastern South Africa. 

At the Middlesbrough constructional shop 
we have added another large Bay, the cost 
of which is included amongst the new addi- 
tions during the year to capital expenditure. 
As a result our output has increased 
materially, and I am glad to say we are 
now busy for some months ahead. While I 
am on the subject, I would like to pay 
tribute to the excellence of the workmanship 
carried out in this department. It was 
especially noticeable during the erection of 
the arch of the Newcastle Bridge just re- 
ferred to, where the accuracy attained was 
such that the work was considerably lessened. 

Our sheet department has had another 
successful year, and, what is perhaps more 
important, all the sheets are being rolled 
from our own steel, manufactured at Acklam 
and Clarence works ; approximately 3,000 tons 
a week are now being used by our own works 
at Middlesbrough and by the Bowesfield 
Steel Company, in which we have an interest. 


KENT COALFIELD. 


In Kent, Messrs. Pearson and Dorman, 
Long, Ltd., are raising approximately 8,00U 
tons of coal per week at Snowdown 
Colliery. Arrangements are now being made 
to wind coal in the second shaft, and we 
hope in the course of the next twelve months 
to further increase the output and so to effect 
reductions in cost and make the colliery into 
a paying proposition. 

With regard to Betteshanger Colliery, we 
have been developing a scam at a depth of 
2,400 feet and are commencing to investigate 
another seam. The quality, of the coal 1s 
good and it seems popular for domestic pur- 
poses. We have, however, sunk in dis- 
turbed ground, and we probably have another 
twelve months of investigation before us. In 
the meantime, I can say the prospects are 
improving. - 

he peculiar circumstances of Kent and the 
quality of the coal make it a very~suitable 
place to adopt low temperature carbonisation. 

An exhaustive examination of the various 
processes, conducted by Dr. Reelofsen, our 
own very competent technical adviser in 
matters of this kind, has induced Messrs. 
Pearson and Dorman, Long, Ltd., to adopt a 
process, which is believed to be suitable for 
the quality of coal which occurs in that 
county. Plant: for putting the process into 
operation is now being erected and will, it is 
anticipated, be at work during the next 
twelve months. 

Low temperature carbonisation receives 

considerable attention in the -Press, and I 
have had several letters on the subject from 
shareholders. The position is that some of 
the newer processes show a distinct promise, 
and I quite believe that in a few years’ time 
low temperature coke will be a popular and 
common commodity. 
_ I must, however, add a word of warning, 
in view of the glowing accounts that appear 
from time to time, as despite the preliminary 
work’ done, largely. of an experimental 
nature, it is not. right to-day to say that low 
temperature carbonisation of coal is as yet, 
in my opinion, an assured economic proposi- 
tion. I think, however, the fact that Pear- 
son and Dorman, Long, Ltd., have placed 
this order shows their confidence in the ulti- 
mate success of the process. 

For many years past the Chairmen of in- 
dustrial companies have commented on the 
heavy burden imposed on industry by local 
taxation. 

You have been told in the past that a 
large sum of money has been paid by this 
company under this head each year; for the 
year under review the sum was no less than 
£142,000. This year’s Budget speech put 
before’ us a scheme for relieving industry 
from a portion of this burden. 


RATES BURDEN. 

Companies such as yours employing many 
thousands of workmen engaged in an in- 
dustry subject to the most severe interna- 
tional competition have had to find, irrespec- 
tive of whether their business was profitable 
or otherwise, sums of money in local rates 
which crippled ability to compete. Further, 
it is admitted that radical reform of the 
local government system, under the 
anomalies of which our industry has been so 
seriously handicapped, was long overdue. 

Under this scheme .in Pres So next our 
company will receive relief to the extent of 
75 per cent. of local rates in respect of the 
works, mines and collieries. 

This in itself, I anticipate, will be sub- 
stantial, but I look forward more to the 
immediate benefit to be derived from the re- 
duction in railway dues on the coal, coke, 
ironstone and limestone used in. the manu- 
facture of iron and steel. 

As you may know, from the Ist December 
of this year the 1ailway companies, are under 
an obligation, in return for the rating relief 
they are themselves receiving, to hand ob 
these benefits in the shape of reduced trans- 
ort charges for the coal and iron and steel 
industries amongst other’. I may emphasise 
that. so far as the effect upon coal is con- 
cerned, the urgent necessity of relief can be 
readily appreciated. in view of the condi. 
tions which have prevailed for so long in the 

ining industry.

During the year under review we have 

raised just 2,000,000 tons of coal, and 
although this output is not unsatisfactory, 
yet owing to the low level of prices obtained 
a substantial loss has been incurred Con- 
siderable work has been done in reorganisa- 
tion, spores? at the: Sherburn, Mainsforth, 
Bowburn, and Tursdale Collieries. It is our 
intention to confine our development schemes 
to these collieries where substantial reserves 
of coal still remain. 
_ Despite the loss a satisfactory feature is the 
increase in the output per man and the 
general decrease in the cost of production, 
and as the results during the last two or 
three months have been more encouraging 
we > for considerable improvement. 

-Another difficulty we had to encounter. was 

the falling away of orders for our mills. 
During June, July and August we had to 
curtail. very largely our production and shut 
down the Acklam mill entirely. Yoa will 
readily understand that it is only by regular 
production that operating costs can be main- 
tained at a low level, and the result. of this 
falling away in trade during the summer has 
heen prejudicial to the profits earned during 
the year. 
_ Atour Redcar Works, owing to the slackness 
in the shipbuilding trade, orders have not 
been too plentiful at any time during 
the year, and here, too, we have not 
done as well as we otherwise would. 
Í am glad to say that orders are 
coming in better now, and we hope to be 
able to keep going for some time at the 
present level of production. 

The output of coke has been 818,000 tons. 
Among the by-products there were 3,300,000 
gallons of crude benzol, all of which were 
rectified. We supplied to the Middles- 
brough Corporation 1,080,000,000 cubic feet 
of coke oven gas, and to the Redcar Cor- 
poration 130,000,000 cubic feet of coke oven 
gas. The amount of electricity generated 
at the works from blast-furnace gas and 
waste steam has been 96,000,000 units. 

There were 1,000,000 tons of material, in- 
cluding coal and foreign ores, handled at 
the company’s wharves. 

MINES OUTPUT. 

We manufactured 666,000 tons of iron, 
including ferro manganese and spiegel, and 
produced 730,000 tons of steel ingots. . 

At our Cleveland ironstone mines we raised 
722,000 tons of ironstone, and delivered from 
our Burley Quarry in Rutlandshire 116,000 
tons of ironstone, chiefly in a calcined state, 
and from Parson Byers Limestone Quarry 
we drew 226,000 tons of limestone. 

These figures show large outputs, which, 
however, especially in respect of steel pro- 
duction, would have. been considerably 
greater but for the slack period during ‘the 
summer to which I have referred. 

More and more do we find it necessary 
to make full use of all our resources, par- 
ticularly in regard to blast-furnace gas, 
waste steam, and by-products of every de 
scription. A year ago I referred to develop- 
ments in this direction at your Acklam 
Works, and I sm glad to say that we have 
been able to continue the schemes we are 
engaged on at these works which, we hope, 
will enable us to produce at the cheapest 
possible cost. 

Our policy is to develop quietly but con- 
tinuously these resources, but you will 
readily understand that the reconstyuction of 
blast-furnace plants takes time and costs a 
good oeal of money. Tt is a faci, however, 
that the output of individual blast-furnaces 
during the year shows a considerable in- 
crease on anything we have done in the past, 
and I do not anticipate that in the future 
the same number of blast-furnaces will be 
required in this district as were in opera: 
tion in the pre-war days 

Recently considerable . 
been laid upon the necessity for 
into the many technical and 
problems confronting the 
world to-day. Although we have always 
had well-equipped laboratories at all our 
works we came to the conclusion that it was 
desirable to co-ordinate the information 
obtained and to carry out in greater detail 
investigations and experiments with the 
object of effecting economies in methods of 
manufacture. We have therefore established 
a research department. with headquarters in 
the offices at the Newport Ironworks, and 
from this centralisation of research we hope 
to gain knowledge which will be of valuable 
service in our business. 

RATES RELIEF. 

The Chairman has dealt with the railway 
rate relief which we, commenced to receive 
this month under the Government Budget 
assistance of industries, and 

consider that considerable benefit will 
accrue to your ey especially the 

iery side of your undertaking. 
We js still faced with the fact that the 
imports of iron and steel products during the 
12 months ended 30th September, 1928, 
amounted to 3,120,000 tons, of which 
2,654,000 tons were finished and semi-finished 
steel products. This is a substantial tonnage 
vompared with the total output of steel in 
the country during the same period of 
8 426,000 tons, and it is certain that con- 
siderable benefits in the cost of eee girs 
would be experienced if 1t were found pos- 
sible for British steelmakers to roll a sub- 
stantial part of this imported material. The 
steelmakers of this country, however, are 
doing the ‘best they can to meet the situation. 

The rebate scheme which gives a sub- 
stantial rebate to those consumers who under- 
take to buy no. foreign steel still operates 
with a very considerable measure of success. 
Further, we have formed an Export Selling 
Committee in an endeavour to meet foreign 
competition. It seems quite clear that in 
cases of this description. where a national 
policy 1s necessary or desiyable concentrated 
action amongst all the makers is an absolute 
necessity. | 

in conclusion, I feet 1 would like to express 
my thanks to the officials and staff generally 
for the support they have so loyally given 
to me during the year. Also, I am pleased 
to acknowledge the good work by the men 
generally.

AGREEMENT BETWEEN 


LITIGANTS. 
(GEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) — 

A settlement was announ in the action 
that was brought by Thomas Francis Monks, 
solicitor, 58 Lansdowne road, Dublin, against 
Ernest Bewley, of Danum, Zion road, Rath- 
gar, Dublin, relating to the premises, 2 
Johnston’s court, Dublin, which form part 
of Bewley’s Oriental Café in Grafton street, 
it being alleged by the plaintiff, and denied 
by the defendant, that the déendant, in 
converting the premises into portion of the 
café, had confused the boundaries of the 
premises and interfered with certain ancient 
lights. 

fr. Phelps, K.C., Mr. Fitzgerald, K.C., 
and Mr. - Chadwick (ihstructed by Mr. 
John J. Gaynor) appeared for the plaintiff; 
and Mr. Overend, K.C., and Mr. Poole (in- 
structed by Messrs, A. and L. Goodbody) 
for the defendant. 

Counsel having consulted, 

Mr. Phelps said that they were very much 
obliged to his lordship for the suggestion 
that he had made-on the ‘previous evening. 
That suggestion had been acted upon, and 
the parties had come to a settlement in what 
woul have been protracted and difficult 
litigation. The terms had been agreed upon, 
and had been reduced to a rough memoran- 
dum, which he thought was quite sufficient 
for their purpose at present. It would be 
submitted later. 

The terms of the settlement were as fol- 
low:—(1) The defendant will make an

wall of No. 3 i asówie ourt; (3) to grant 
plaintiff the right of light from the new 
windows at the rear of No. 2 Johnston’s 
court; (4) an undertaking to be endorsed on 
Mr. Bewley’s lease of No. 79 Grafton street 
that at the expiration, or sooner, determina- 
tion, owing to the default of the occupier of 
No. 2 Johnston’s court, of the lease of No. 2 
Johnston’s court, the then owner of the 
defendant's interest in No. 79 Grafton street 
will continue the back or southern wall down 
to a foundation in the basement, so as to 
cut off No. 2 Johnston’s court completely, 
and to insert a large plate-glass window on 
each side of the door in Johnston’s court on 
the ground floor, and to provide a staircase 
giving necessary access to the several floors 
of No. 2 Johnston’s court; (5) the present 
value of £1,024, at 44 per cent. compound 
interest, payable on Ist August, 1960, to be 
lodged in Court by the defendant, and accv- 
mulated at compound interest as a guarantee 
deposit, this sum to belong to the owner for 
the time being of the defendant’s interest 
in No. 79 Grafton street, when the covenant 
has been complied with; (6) in the event of 
non-compliance by i.e owner of the defen- 
dant’s interest in No. 79 Grafton stteet with- 
in six months after the expiration or such 
determination of the lease of No. John- 
ston’s court, the plaintiff or his successors in 
title to No. 2 Johnston’s court to carry out 
the said works, and for that purpose, if 
necessary, to enter on No. 79 Grafton street, 
and to apply to the Court to be reimbursed 
out of the fund lodged in Court as aforesaid ; 
and (7) the defendant to pay to the plaintiff 
his costs of this action, taxed as between 
party and party. 

Mr. Overend said that it had never oc- 
curred to Mr. Bewley that he was prejudic- 
ing anyone in doing what he did. He had 
no wish to do anything secretively, or any- 
thing but what was perfectly right and just. 

Mr. Justice Johnston--I congratulate the 
parties on the reasonableness and common- 
sense both have shown. If the action had 
been fought to an end, there is no doubt that 
it would have involved very abstruse ques- 
tions of law and complicated issues of fact, 
and nobody at this «tage could possibly 
say how the litigation would have ended. 
It also would have involved very much addi- 
tional costs and expenses to the parties. I 
do not think that it could possibly have 
concluded this side of Christmas. It is 
obvious that it would have occupied several 
more days, and must have stood over till 
next term. 

Proceeding, his Lerdship said that he was 
sure that Mr. Monks, who was so well known 
and respected in Dublin, in bringing the 
action had no other object than that of 
getting the premises, of which he and Mrs. 
Monks were now the owners, properly de- 
limited. and ‘the easements properly safe- 
guarded. Everybody in Dublin knew and 
admired Mr. Bewley’s increasing enterprise, 
and the public estimation in which he was 
held. He endorsed everything that Mr. 
Overend had said about him.

AGED WOMAN’S APPLICATION. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
MANNA AND MR, JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

The hearing was resumed in the Court of 
Criminal A ] of the application made on 
behalf of Linehan, of Meentuana, Kan- 
turk, County Cork, for leave to appeal 
against her conviction and sentence of death 
at the Central Criminal Court. Dublin, on a 
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lice. 

. Howe, continuing his argument on 
behalf of the accused woman, submitted that 
the trial judge should have cautioned the 
jury when dealing with the evidence of 
Hannah Linehan, who, he said, had made a 
false statement in the matter to the police. 

Mr. Justice Hanna—Is it your case that 
Hannah Linehan was an accomplice? 

Mr. Howe—That is my submission, accord- 
ing to her own evidence. : 

Mr. Justice Hanna pointed out that/ that 
was not enough according to the Jaw. 

Mr. Howe submit that where the 
evidence was of a certain nature a warning 
should be given by the judge at the trial 
to the jury, and that, when a warning was 
not given. under such circumstances, as in 
this case, the conviction should be quashed. 
He pointed out that in the evidence at the 
trial the story of Hannah Linehan was not 
corroborated at all by the medical evidence 
beyond the fact that there was no doubt that 
she had had a child. 

Mr. Healy submitted that the judge at the 

trial had put the case to the jury in the 
clearest, fairest and fullest possible way, and 
that the jury were amply warned that they 
must consider very carefully whether Hannah 
Linehan was telling the truth, in view of the 
fact that she had made a false statement to 
the police. He also pointed out that if the 
judge had given any further warning the 
jury might have been led to reg less 
favourably the case made for’ the accused. 
His friend, Mr. Howe, had made a. different 
caso here from the case that he had made 
in. the Court below, his argument being that 
the whole question as to the credibility of 
Hannah Linehan was solely a question for 
the jary, and should have been left to the 
jury. 
Mr. Howe, replying, denied that he had 
made a different case in. the Court below 
from what he had made here. His submis- 
sion was that if her own story was true 
Hannah Linehan was an accessory after the 
fact. That was the case he had put forward 
from the start. A 

The Court reserved judgment, the Chieí 
Justica stating that it would be delivered 
this morning.

In the Howth District Court yesterday, 
William Wilson, Sutton, was charged by 
Superintendent Hughes with having been 
drunk in charge of a mctor car at Kilbarrack 
on December 5th last. 

Charles O'Reilly said that he was motoring 
at. Kilbarrack on December 5th, last, an 
defendant came along in his motor and dashed 
into witness's car. Defendant got pet of the 
car and seemed to be dazed. 

Replying to Mr. E. H. Burne (who de- 
fended), the witness said that there was a 
‘bus coming behind him at the time of the 
accident. He did not notice defendant's car 
wobbling about as it came along the road. 

Defendant said that he was unaware of 
what had happened after the accident, as his 
head was injured. He was quite sober when 
the coilision occurred. 

Justice Reddin said that having regard to 
the increased traffic in Dublin a great degree 
of efficiency was necessary in the handling of 
a motor car. He (the Justice) did not say 
that a man might not have a drink or even 
two. In this case defendant was supposed 
to have one small Scotch whiskey. He was 
lucky not to be up on a charge of man- 
slaughter. He convicted on the charge of 
drunkenness and negligent driving. He would 
not commit him to jail: but on the charge 
of drunkenness hé fined defendant 40s., und for 
negligent driving £5, and suspended his 
licence till December 3lst. 

The Justice paid. a high tribute to Mr. 
Burne, and said that but for his able defence 
he would have sent defendant to jal.

DUBLIN CIVIL SERVANT’S | 
DEATH. 


VERDICT AT INQUEST. 


The jury returned a verdict of ‘‘ death 
from strangulation, self-inflicted, during a fit 
of temporary insanity,’’ at the inquest which 
was held in the Dublin Morgue yesterday on 
the body of William Colbert (32), a civil 
servant, who was employed in the Free State 
Department of Industry and Commerce, Lord 
Edward street, Dublin. He was found 
hanging from a rope, tied to the banisters in 
his house, at 117 Clonliffe road, last Monday 
afternoon. 

Mrs. Agnes Colbert, deceased man’s wile, 
stated that her husband had been on sick 
leave since last August. On Monday she had 
arranged to meet him near the Pro-Cathedral, 
Marlboro’ street, at 12.30 p.m.; but as he 
did not keep the appointment she returned 
home. On entering she saw her husband's 
body hanging from the banisters. She cut 
it down immediately. Her husband 
had threatened to take his life. 

To the Coroner (Dr. Louis Byrne)—He had 
been worrying because he could not go back 
to the office through ill-health. When leav- 
ing him on Monday morning, he was in the 
best of spirits. She never “Luticinated that 
he would take his life. 

Mrs. Margaret Howard, 122 Clonliffe road, 
gave evidence of having been called to the 
house, and finding the deceasd man lying 
on the floor. 

At this stage the widow became faint, and 
had to be assisted out of Court. 

_ Harold Whitehead, 34 Upper Ormond quay, 
Sheriff's bailiff, said on December 17th Jast 
he saw deceased man about 12 o'clock, and 
made an appointment to meet him the same 
day at four o'clock. Colbert then appeared 
quite normal. Witness had an order ta pos- 
session of the house against deceased man. 

Dr. Delaney said that death was due to 
strangulation, which could have been self- 
inflicted.
